[Planning  Code — General  Advertising  Signs  Enforcement  Provisions.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  by  amending  Section  610 

regarding  the  enforcement  provisions  for  general  advertising  sign  violations,  by, 

among  other  things,  deeming  violations  of  this  section  a  public  nuisance,  defining 

"Responsible  Party",  amending  the  penalty  accrual,  amount  and  collection  provisions, 

requiring  building  permits  for  compliance  work,  providing  for  reconsideration  hearings 

before  an  administrative  law  judge,  and  establishing  a  hearing  fee;  and  making 

environmental  findings  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of 

Planning  Code  Section  101.1  and  the  General  Plan.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 


Section  1 .  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  General  Plan  and  Planning  Code  Findings. 

(1)  On  CW,  /(,  lOQl  at  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission  in 
Resolution  No.  l"^  ^>S"  (g  found  that  the  proposed  Planning  Code  amendments 
contained  in  this  ordinance  were  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1(b).  In  addition,  the  Planning  Commission  recommended  that  the  Bcard 
of  Supervisors  adopt  the  proposed  Planning  Code  amendments.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 1  W1-/  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference.    The  Board  finds  that  the  proposed  Planning  Code 
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amendments  contained  in  this  ordinance  are  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with 
Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  said  Resolution. 

(2)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  the  Board  finds  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and  welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  j  which  reasons  are  incorporated 

herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth. 

(b)  Environmental  Findings.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  O  £T|?*7V  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(c)  Intent.  The  intent  of  Planning  Code  Section  610  is  to  provide  methods  for  the 
Planning  Department  to  successfully  eliminate  illegal  general  advertising  signs  identified 
throughout  San  Francisco,  to  disgouraqe  violation  of  the  Planning^,  Code  regarding  illegal 
general  advertising  signs,  and  to  accomplish  these  objectives  without  taxpayer  expense. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
610,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  610.  VIOLATION  OF  GENERAL  ADVERTISING  SIGN  REQUIREMENTS. 

(a)     General.  The  penalties  and  methods  of  enforcement  set  forth  in  this  Section 
610  are  in  addition  to  those  set  forth  in  Section  176  of  this  Code  and  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalties  or  methods  of  enforcement  authorized  by  law.  In  light  of  the  findings  of  Proposition  G. 
approved  by  the  voters  in  March  of 2002,  a  violation  of  the  Code 's  general  advertising  sign 
requirements  is  deemed  to  be  a  public  nuisance. 
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(b)  Administrative  Penalties.  The  Director  of  Planning  may  impose  administrative 
penalties  for  violations  of  the  regulations  governing  general  advertising  signs  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures: 

(1)      Notice  of  Violation. 

(A)  Upon  the  Planning  Department's  determination  pursuant  to  Section  176  of  this 
Code  that  a  general  advertising  sign  has  been  erected,  or  otherw  ise  installed  expanded, 
intensified,  reheated,  or  otherwise  operated  in  violation  of  the  requirements  of  this  Affole  Code  or 
has  been  denied  an  in-lieu  identifying  number  pursuant  to  Section  604.1(e)  of  this  Code,  the  Director 
shall  send  a  written  notice  of  violation  to  the  Responsible  Partx-  by  first  class  mail  or  hand- 
del  i  ve  ry,  to  both  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property,  as  listed  in  the  Assessor's  records,  and  the 
company  that  erected  or  installed  the  sign,  if  different  from  the  owner  or  owners  (together,  the 
"Responsible  Parties ").  The  notice  of  violation  shall  describe  the  violation^,  state  that  the 
Responsible  Partvw*  have  up  to  has  forty-fwe  business  days  from  the  date  postmarked  on  the  notia 
or  from  the  date  of  hand-delivery  of  the  notice  to:  (i)  file  an  application  for  a  permit  to  remove  the 
general  advertising  sign;  (ii)  correct  the  violation(s)  pursuant  to  Subsection  (c);  or  (Hi)  request 
reconsideration  pursuant  to  Subsection  (d).  or  be  subject  to  the  imposition  of  administrative  petHtk+es 
and  abatement  action,  state  the  amount  of  the  administrative  penalty  and  fees  to  be  imposed,  and  notify 
the  Responsible  Parties  that  they  have  the  right  to  request  the  Director's  reconsideration  by  filing  such 
a  request  within  15  business  days  of  the  date  of  the  notice.  If  the  identity  of  the  company  that  installed 
the  sign  is  unknown,  the  notice  to  the  company  shall  be  sent  as  soon  as  its  identity  is  determined. 

(B)  Responsible  Party.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section  610,  "Responsible  Parn  "  shall 
mean  the  owner(s)  of  the  real  property  on  which  the  general  advertising  sign  is  located,  as  listed  in  the 
Assessor's  record,  and  the  current  leaseholder(s)  or  owner(s)  of  the  general  advertising  sign,  if 
different  from  the  owner(s)  of  the  real  property.  If  the  identity  of  the  person  or  business  entity  that 
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installed  or  operates  the  general  advertising  sign  is  unknown,  the  notice  of  violation  shall  be  posted  as 
close  as  practicable  to  the  location  of  the  sign;  once  the  identity  of  the  person  or  business  entity  is 
known,  notice  of  violation  shall  be  sent  to  such  person  or  business  entity  without  any  such  delay 
affecting  the  time  limits,  fees,  or  penalties  imposed  by  this  Section  610. 
(2)      Amount  of 'Penalty ies. 

(A )      Accrual  of  Penalties.  If  a  Responsible  Party  fails  to  respond  to  the  notice  of  violation  as 
outlined  in  Subsection  (b)(1)(A),  penalties  shall  accrue  under  this  Section  610  at  the  daily  rate  set  forth 
in  Subsection  (b)(2)(B)  beginning  on  the  forty-sixth  day  and  the  Director  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the 
City  Attorney  for  further  action.  If  the  Responsible  Party  responds  after  forty-five  days,  but  before  the 
Director  has  referred  the  matter  to  the  City  Attorney,  the  Responsible  Party  shall  be  assessed  a  penalty 
based  on  the  number  of  days  that  have  passed  between  the  end  of  the  forty-five  day  period  and  the  date 
the  Responsible  Party  responded.  Once  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  for  further 
proceedings,  it  shall  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  City  Attorney,  in  consultation  with  the  Director, 
whether  to  allow  the  Responsible  Party  to  request  a  reconsideration  of  the  notice  of  violation  or  to 
proceed  with  other  legal  action.  If  the  Responsible  Party  is  allowed  to  request  reconsideration,  the 
Responsible  Parly  shall  pay  a  penalty  based  on  the  amount  accrued  between  the  end  of  the  forty-five 
day  period  and  the  date  the  Responsible  Party  responded.  The  Responsible  Party  shall  pay  this  penalty 
within  five  (5)  business  days  of  notice  that  the  Responsible  Party  will  be  allowed  to  request 
reconsideration. 

The  administrative  penalties  assessed  against  the  Responsible  Parties  by  the  Director  shall  be 
at  least  $1,000.00  but  shall  not  exceed  $2,500.00  per  day  per  violation  per  Responsible  Party.  In 
determining  the  amount  of  the  penalty,  the  Director  shall  take  into  account: 

(i)  Whether  there  have  been  any  previous  violations  within  the  past  five-years; 

(U)  The  nature  of  the  violation  and  its  impact  on  the  public; 
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fiii)  The  Responsible  Party  or  Parties'  efforts,  if  any.  to  correct  the  violation; 

@y)  The  speed  of  compliance  with  (he  City's  enforcement  action; 

violation;  and 

(vi)  Such  additional  factors  as  the  Director  may  determine  arc  appropriate: 

{£)  Additional  Fees.  In  addition  to  the  administrative  penalty  assessed  pursuant  to 

Subsection  (2)  above,  the  Director  may  assess  additional  fees  to  cover  the  costs  incur  reif-in~en [forcing 
the  administrative  penalty  orabating  the  violations,  including  the  costs  of  other  City  agencies. 

{4)  Duration  of  Penalties.  Penalties  and  fees  assessal  umfeiHhi'i-Setrk/n-  th-t 

accrue  against  the  Responsible  Parties  untihThe  violations  of  Article  6  have-been  abated  or  otherwise 
remedied  in  the  sole  judgment  of  the  Director.  However,  penalties  and  fees  shall  not  accrue  for  15  days 
after  the  date  of  the  notice  required  in  Subsection  (b)(1)  above  and  during  the  pendency  of  any  request 
for  reconsideration  filed  pursuant  to  Subsection  (7)  below  and  for  a  five  day  period  after  the  Director's 
final  decision  has  been  mailed  or  hand- delivered  to  the  Responsible  Party  or  Parties. 

(B)       Amount  of  Penalties.  The  administrative  penalties  that  the  Director  or  administrative 
law  judge  assesses  against  the  Responsible  Parties  shall  be  related  to  the  square  footage  of  the  general 
advertising  sign  found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  Planning  Code,  as  shown  below: 

(i)  100  square  feet  or  less  —  $100  per  day  per  violation; 

(ii)  101  -  300  square  feet  —  $1,000  per  day  per  violation; 
(Hi)      301  -  500  square  feet  -  $1, 750  per  day  per  violation;  and 
(iv)      Over  500  square  feet  —  $2,500  per  day  per  violation. 

If  the  violation  for  which  the  administrative  penalty  is  assessed  has  increased  the  size  of  the 
general  advertising  sign,  the  penalty  shall  be  based  on  the  actual  size  of  the  general  advertising  sign. 
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(S)(Q  Collection.  The  Director  shall  notify  the.  Responsible  Party  or  Parties  in  writing  of  the 
amount  of  the  penalty  and  fees  and  dec/are  that  such  costs  are  due  and  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  the  notice.  If  the  penalty  and  fee  arc 
not  paid  within  30  days  of  the  notice,  ike  The  Director  sk&U  may  request  that  the  Tax  Collector 
pursue  collection  of  the  any  penalty  and  fee  against  the  property  owner,  up  to  and  from  the 
Responsible  Party  including  imposition  of  a  special  assessment  lien  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Article  XX  of  Chapter  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
(commencing  with  Section  10.230).  The  Director  shaU  may  also  request  that  the  City  Attorney 
pursue  collection  of  the  penalty  and  fee  against  the  sign  companyResponsible  Party  in  a  civil 
action  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

f&(D)  Planning  Code  Enforcement  Fund.  Fees  and  penalties  collected  pursuant  to 
this  Section  610  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Planning  Code  Enforcement  Fund  established  in 
Administrative  Code  Section  10.100-166. 

ffy  Review  of  Imposition -of  Penalty.  Any  person  designated  as  a  Responsible  Party  may 

seek  the  Director's  reconsideration  of  that  designation  or  of  the  assessment  and  amount  of  the  penalty 
or  fee  imposed  by  requesting  a  hearing  on  the  matter.  Reconsideration  is  initiated  by  filing  a  request 
for  reconsideration  and  hearing  with  (he  Director  that  specifics  in  detail  the  basis  for  (he  request.  The 
request  shall  be  filed  within  15  business  days  of  the  date  of  notice  of  the  imposition  of  the  penalty  or 
fee.  Within  10  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  request  for  reconsideration,  unless  extended  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  affected  parties,  the  Director  or  his  or  her  designee  shall  reconsider  the  matter  and 
render  a  final  decision,  which  shall  not  be  appealable. 

(c)  Building  Permit.  A  budding  permit  shall  be  required  to  remove  or  modify  any  general 
advertising  sign  when  such  removal  or  modification  is  required  pursuant  to  this  Section  610. 
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(1 )  Additional  time  and  material  costs  may  §hgjl/?e  added  to  the  B uilding  Permit  fee 
pursuant  to  Section  350(c). 

(2)  The  Responsible  Party  has  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  any  required  budding  permit 
application  to  remove  or  modify  the  general  advertising  sign  to  either:  (i)  obtain  a  Final 
Inspection  Approval  or  Certi/icate  of  Final  Completion  from  (he  Department  of  Building  Inspection 
(DBI);  or  (ii)  remove  all  advertising  copy  from  the  general  advertising  sign  until  the  required  DBI 
approval  is  obtained.  If  the  Final  Inspection  Approval  or  Certificate  of  Final  Completion  has  not  been 
obtained  or  the  advertising  copy  has  not  been  removed  within  this  tune  period,  penalties  shall  accrue  at 
the  daily  rate  outlined  in  Subsection  (b)(2)(B)  until  the  advertising  copy  is  removed  or  th e  required  DB I 
approval  is  obtained. 

(d)       Reconsideration  of  Notice  of  Violation  or  Administrative  Penalt\:. 
(I)       Reconsideration  Hearing. 

(A)  A  Responsible  Party  may  seek  reconsideration  of  the  issuance  of  the  notice  of  violation 
or  any  administrative  penalty.  Any  request  for  reconsideration  shall  be  accompanied  by  w  ritten 
evidence  that  demonstrates  why  the  notice  of  violation  was  issued  in  error  or  why  the  administrative 
penalties  were  assessed  in  error.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  reconsideration  within  the  time  limits 
established  by  Subsection  (b)(1)(A)  or  when  allowed  under  Subsection  (b)(2)(A)  the  Planning 
Department  shall  schedule  a  reconsideration  hearing  before  an  administrative  law  judge.  Such 
hearing  shall  be  scheduled  for  a  date  no  later  than  60  davs  after  the  rec/itest-unless  the-ftafties 
Otherwise  agree.  At  least  10  days  before  the  scheduled  hearing,  the  Planning  Department  shall  notify 
the  Responsible  Party  by  mail  in  writing  of  the  hearing  date,  time,  and  location. 

(B)  The  administrative  law  judge  shall  hold  a  hearing  to  reconsider  the  direc  tor  s  notice  of 
violation  or  administrative  penalty.  The  administrative  law  judge's  decision  for  a  reconsideration  of 
the  notice  of  violation  shall  be  based  upon,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Planning  Code,  any  final  Zoning 
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Administrator  Interpretations,  the  Building  Code,  building  permits  issued  by  the  City,  and  any  final 
decisions  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  regarding  the  gu^cLBroperty.  The  administrative  law  judge's 
determination  of  a  request  for  reconsideration  of  any  administrative  penalty  shall  take  into  account  the 
validity  of  accrual  dates,  accuracy  of  assessment  based  upon  sign  size  and  whether  the  Responsible 
Party  was  accurately  identified.  Within  30  days  of  the  hearing,  the  administrative  law  judge  shall  issue 
a  final  written  decision,  which  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Responsible  Party.  The  final  written  decision 
shall  not  be  appealable  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  All  final  written  decisions  shall  inform  the 
Responsible  Party  of  its  right  to  seek  judicial  review  pursuant  to  the  timelines  set  forth  in  Section 
1094.6  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

(C)      If  the  Planning  Department  rescinds  the  notice  of  violation  or  penalties  prior  to  the 
reconsideration  hearing,  the  case  shall  be  considered  abated  and  all  accrued  penalties  shall  be 
rescinded.  If  penalties  or  the  reconsideration  hearing  fee  set  forth  in  Subsection  (d)(2).  below,  have 
been  paid,  the  Planning  Department  shall  refund  m_aJ|meJyjT1jjtej^      unused  portions  of  the 
penalties  or  fee. 

If  the  administrative  law  judge  overturns  the  notice  of  violation  or  penalties,  the  case  shall  be 
abated  and  all  accrued  penalties  shall  be  rescinded.  If  penalties  have  been  paid,  the  Planning 
Department  shall  refund  the  penalties. 

If  the  Responsible  Party  withdraws  its  request  for  reconsideration  of  notice  of  violation  or 
penalties  prior  to  the  reconsideration  hearing  and  cures  the  violation(s)  by  filing  for  a  building  permit 
unde£Subsection(c),  any  accrued  penalties  shall  apply  in  addition  to  a  mandatory  fifteen A&[\-dav 
fixed  penalty  based  upon  the  daily  rate  outlined  in  Subsection  (b)(2)(B).  The  procedures  and- 
roquiremontc  outlined  in  Subsection  (c)  for  building  permits  shall  apply.Jf  thexegyest  for 
reconsideration  is  withdrawn  within  less  than  10  days  from  the  date  it  was  timely  made  Jhe 
Responsible  Party  may  apply  to  the  Director  for  a  reduction  in  the  fixed  penalty  amount  based 
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upon  the  number  pf,d_iv_3_i_ssjhajrn  was  withdrawn.  Any 

such  reduction  shall  be  granted  or  denied  at  the  solejjiscretion  of Jhe_Qi  rector  an:hs  not 
appealable. 

If  the  administrative  law  judge  upholds  the  notice  of  violation  or  penalties,  the  Responsible 
Party  shall  cure  the  violation(s)  by  filing  for  a  building  permit  pursuant  to  the  procedures  and 
requirements  of  Subsection  (c)  within  fifteen  days  of  the  date  the  decision  is  mailed  to  the  Responsible 
Party.  The  Responsible  Party  shall  be  subject  to  any  accrued  penalties,  plus  a  mandatory  tft44y 
twenty-ffoy  fixed  penalty  based  upon  the  daily  rate  outlined  in  Subsection  (h)(2)(B).  If  the 
reconsideration  hearing  is  held  within  less  than_20  days Jiom  the  date.it_w.as  tirnely  requested , 
the  Responsible  Party  may  apply  to  the  Director  for  a  reduct[onjnjh_e  fixed  penalty  amount 
based  upon  the  number  of  days  less  than  20  that  the  reconsid^aiigjihearinflwas  held,.  Any 
such  reduction  shall  be  granted  at  the  sole  discretion  oHhe.Director_and.is  not  appealable.  If 
the  Responsible  Party  does  not  file  for  a  budding  permit  Vj  ithin  the  fifteen-day  period,  additional 
penalties  shall  accrue  at  the  daily  rate  outlined  in  Subsection  (b)(2)(B)  and  the  Director  shall  refer  the 
case  to  the  City  Attorney  for  further  action. 

(2)       Reconsideration  Hearing  Fee.  At  the  time  the  Responsible  Party  requests 
reconsideration,  the  Responsible  Party  shall  pay  an  initial  hearing  fee  of  S3, 400. 00  to  the  Planning 
Department;  the  Responsible  Party  shall  also  be  liable  for  time  and  m a tcrtals  as  set  forth  in 
Section  350(c).  The  Planning  Department  shall  increase  this  fee  on  an  annual  basis  at  a  rate  equal  in 
that  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI).  The  fee  shall  be  waived  if  the  Responsible  Party  would  qualify 
for  a  waiver  of  court  fees  and  costs  pursuant  to  California  Government  Code  Section  6>S5 1 1.3,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time.  Additionally,  if  the  Responsible  Party  withdraws  its  request  for 
reconsideration,  any  portion  of  the  fee  not  expended  to  process  the  hearing  shall  be  refunded. 
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(3)       Postponement.  The  administrative  law  judge  may  grant  a  postponement  of  a  hearing  for 
Good  Cause.  Requests  for  postponement  of  a  hearing  shall  be  made  in  writing  at  the  earliest  date 
possible,  with  supporting  documentation  attached.  The  party  requesting  the  postponement  shall  notify 
any  other  parties  o  f  the  request  and  provide  them  with  copies  o  f  the  complete  request  and  the 
supporting  documentation. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Section  610,  "Good  Cause  "  includes,  but  is  not  limited,  to  the 
following:

(e)       Failure  of  the  City,  including  the  Director,  the  Planning  Department,  or  the 
administrative  law  judge,  to  act  within  any  of  the  timeframes  set  forth  in  this  Section  610  shall  not  be 
considered  approval  of  any  general  advertising  sign.

[Public  Works  Construction  -  Use  of  Recycled  Content  Materials.] 

Ordinance  amending  Chapter  6  of  the  Administrative  Code  by  amending  Section  6.4  to 
require  recycled  content  materials  to  be  used  in  public  works  and  improvements  to  the 
maximum  extent  feasible. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 .  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  declares  the  following: 

A.  San  Francisco  is  required  by  state  law  to  divert  at  least  50%  of  its  waste  stream 
from  landfill,  and,  in  Resolution  No.  0679-02,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  set  a  goal  of  diverting 
75%  of  San  Francisco's  waste  from  landfill  by  2010  and  authorized  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  to  set  a  zero  waste  goal,  which  was  established  as  2020.  Accordingly,  the  City 
must  find  alternatives  to  landfilling  for  materials,  such  as  high  volume  heavy  construction 
materials,  that  can  be  reused. 

B.  City  public  works  projects  generate  thousands  of  tons  of  used  concrete,  asphalt 
and  mixed  inerts  which  can  be  re-manufactured  into  usable  construction  materials.  Several 
businesses  located  in  the  City  and  the  Bay  Area  accept  used  building  materials  from  the  City 
and  re-manufacture  these  materials,  thus  creating  a  readily  available  source  of  recycled 
content  building  materials. 

C.  Recycled  building  materials  meet  performance  standards  and  are  frequently  less 
expensive  than  virgin  materials.  Further,  the  use  of  such  materials  reduces  the  cost  of  City 
projects,  creates  employment,  reduces  emissions  by  transport  vehicles,  reduces  wear  and 
tear  on  streets,  and  supports  the  local  economy.

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D.      The  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  has  approved  the  use  of  100% 
recycled  aggregate  and  sand  to  manufacture  non-structural  concrete  for  curbs,  gutters, 
sidewalks  and  curb  ramps  and  for  use  in  making  asphalt.  DPW  has  also  approved  recycled 
aggregate  for  use  as  base  rock,  building  ballast,  drain  rock,  rip-rap,  and  for  use  in  cement- 
treated  base.  The  use  of  these  materials  effectively  closes  the  recycling  loop  on  City 
construction  projects. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.4.  PREFERENCE  FOR  LOCAL  MANUFACTURERS  AND  INDUSTRY;  RECYCLED 
CONTENT  MA  TERIALS. 

(a)  Local  preference.  Whenever  any  preference  in  favor  of  local  manufacturers  or 
industry  is  provided  by  State  law  or  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
same  shall  apply  to  contracts  under  this  Chapter. 

(b)  Recycled  Content  Materials. 

(1)  Requirement.  The  department  head  or  officer  calling  for  bids  shall  specify  recycled 
content  materials,  rather  than  virgin  materials,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  in  the.  Advertisement  for 
Bids  and  plans  for  all  contracts  for  public  works  or  improvements. 

(2)  Definitions.  For  the  limited  purpose  of  this  subsection,  the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  following  meanings:  (A)  "feasible  "  means  that  recycled  content  materials  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  California  Building  Code  or  other  adopted  standards  or  regulations  for  each  of  the 
materials  and  its  Intended  use_performance  specifications,  are  permitted  to  be  used  in  the  manner 
speci  fied  in  the  bid  specifications  under  Federal.  State  and  local  law,  are  available  within  the  project's 
time  line,  and  are  comparable  in  price  to  virgin  materials,  and  (B)  "recycled  content  materials"  means 
a  building  component  utilized  in  place  of  raw  or  virgin  material  that  is  either  reclaimed  for  reuse  from 
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a  prior  structure  or  assembly,  or  a  building  material  or  component  mgnufactw '§d  in  part  from  waste 
materials  and/or  by-products  recovered  or  diverted  from  solid  waste,  excluding  those  materials  and  by- 
products generated  from,  and  commonly  reused  within,  an  original  manufacturing  process. 

(3)       Department  of  the  Environment,  Reports.  Contract  A  warding  Authorities  shall  ■  a  j 
consult  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  regarding  available  recycled  content  products  that 
meet  the  needs  of  the  department;  and  (b)  include  information  on  recycled  content  material  used  on 
public  works  contracts  in  the  annual  reporting  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  specified  in  the 
Environment  Code.

Ordinance  waiving  certain  provisions  of  Public  Works  Code  Section  809  to  assume 

responsibility  for  the  preservation  of  two  (2)  Monterey  Cypress  trees  adjacent  to  233 

Greenwich  Street  (Assessor's  Block  85,  Lot  32)  that  provide  habitat  for  the  wild  parrots 

of  Telegraph  Hill,  including  pruning  and  removal  as  set  forth  herein,;  imposing 

specified  tree  replanting  requirements  on  the  property  owner  of  233  Greenwich  Street 

in  furtherance  of  Public  Works  Code  Section  809's  tree  replacement  provisions; 

authorizing  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  enter  into  a  sole  source-agreement  with  Ted 

Kipping,  Tree  Shapers,  LLC,  for  professional  services  relating  to  the  pruning  of  said 

the  trees;  accepting  a  gift  from  the  Northeast  San  Francisco  Conservancy  to  offset  the 

cost  of  pruning  the  trees;  and  authorizing  official  acts  in  connection  thereto.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  The  documentary  and  book  entitled  "The  Wild  Parrots  of  Telegraph  Hill"  brought 
national  and  international  attention  to  the  unique  parrot  population  of  Telegraph  Hill  and  the 
habitat,  protection,  and  foraging  opportunities  that  certain  trees  provide  in  this  location. 

(b)  These  wild  parrots  have  become  a  valued  aspect  of  the  identity  and  culture  of  the 
Telegraph  Hill  neighborhood,  bringing  curiosity  and  joy  to  both  residents  and  visitors  to  San 
Francisco. 

(c)  The  parrots'  presence  has  helped  to  expand  the  public's  interest  in  urban  wildlife 
and  to  engage  local  residents  in  preserving  the  urban  forest  of  Telegraph  Hill. 
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(d)  The  two  (2)  remaining  Monterey  Cypress  trees  adjacent  to  233  Greenwich  Street 
provide  valuable  habitat  to  the  wild  parrots  and  other  wildlife  on  Telegraph  Hill;  however,  the 
current  condition  of  these  trees  require  immediate  steps  to  both  reduce  the  danger  of  their 
failure  from  weather  and  other  natural  causes  and  to  replace  their  habitat  value  with  new 
trees. 

(e)  The  property  owners  of  233  Greenwich  Street  (the  "property  owner")  (Assessor's 
Block  85,  Lot  32)  also  own  the  adjacent  vacant  property  where  the  subject  Monterey  Cypress 
trees  are  located  (aAssessor's  Block  85,  Lot  33).  The  property  owner,  the  Northeast  San 
Francisco  Conservancy,  and  City  representatives  have  worked  tirelessly  to  reach  a 
compromise  that  will  both  reduce  dangers  facing  the  property  owner,  neighbors,  and  the 
general  public  and  allow  for  the  preservation  and  replacement  of  this  valuable  habitat. 

(f)  Based  on  site  visits,  analysis  as  set  forth  in  a  December  9,  2005  letter  from  Ted 
Kipping  of  Tree  Shapers,  LLC,  and  approaching  winter  conditions,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (the  "Director")  has  determined,  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code 
Section  809  and  as  set  forth  in  DPW  Order  No.  176.748.  that  major  pruning  and  dimensional 
reduction  of  these  trees  consistent  with  International  Society  of  Arboriculturo  standards  is 
necessary  to  avoid  characterization  of  said  trees  as  hazard  trees,  which  are  defined  in  Public 
Works  Code  Section  802(o).  A  copy  of  said  letter  and  the  DPW  Order  are  ts-on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  O'lO  I £lL>     and  tsare  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 

(g)  After  communication  with  the  property  owner  of  233  Greenwich  Street,  the  Director 
has  determined  that  said  owner  proposes  immediate  removal  of  the  trees  instead  of  major 
pruning  and  dimensional  reduction.  In  order  to  temporarily  preserve  the  trees  and  benefit  the 
parrots  in  the  near  term,  the  Director  has  proposed  to  combine  major  pruning  with 
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replacement  tree  plantings  and,  once  the  replacement  plantings  have  become  established,  to 
remove  the  Monterey  Cypress  trees.  Due  to  the  unique  circumstances  of  this  site,  in 
furtherance  of  the  abatement  process  set  forth  in  Public  Works  Code  Section  809,  and  in  lieu 
of  the  lien  procedures  in  Section  809  the  Director  recommends  that  the  City  assume  costs 
associated  with  the  tree  pruning,  eventual  tree  removal,  and  liability  for  the  trees  during  this 
time.  In  exchange,  the  Director  recommends  that  the  property  owner  install  and  assume  all 
costs  associated  with  replacement  plantings  in  accordance  with  plans  subject  to  the  Director's 
approval.

(Heteromeles  arbutifolia).  Pyrocanthusa  (Pvrocantha  sgsj,  Hawthorne  (Crataaeous 
phaenopvrum).  o^any  of  the  plant  materials  recommended  in  Mr.  Kipping's  December  9,  2005 
letter,  or  similar  plant  materiajs  to  provide  shelter,  food,  and  nectar  for  the  parrots  and  other 
birds  on  Telegraph  Hill.

Section  2.  Urban  Forestry  Ordinance.  This  Section  of  the  Ordinance  is  uncodified.

however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  legislation  may  be  extended  in  six  (6)  month  increments 
beyond  the  initial  term  if  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  property  owner  and  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (the  "Director"). 

(b)  In  exchange  for  the  City's  assumption  of  the  abovementioned  obligations  and  in 
furtherance  of  the  abatement  provisions  of  Public  Works  Code  Section  809,  the  property 
owner  of  233  Greenwich  shall  install  and  assume  the  costs  of  replacement  plantings  on 
Assessor's  Block  85,  Lot  33  as  specified  above. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  the  term  of  this  legislation  as  set  forth  above,  the  Director,  in  the 
exercise  of  his  or  her  authority  under  Public  Works  Code  Section  809,  may  determine  at  any 
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time  that  said  trees  become  hazard  trees  and  require  further  abatement  or  removal  in  a  period 
shorter  than  that  specified.  If  the  Director  makes  such  a  determination,  DPW  shall  assume  all 
costs  associated  with  such  work.  If  the  Director  determines  that  the  trees  must  be  removed 
less  than  three  (3)  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  legislation,  the  terms  of  this  legislation 
shall  terminate  automatically  after  DPW  has  removed  the  trees  and  disposed  of  the  tree 
debris  at  an  appropriate  off-site  location.  If  the  trees  fail  during  the  term  of  this  legislation, 
DPW  shall  remove  the  trees  or  any  remaining  portions  of  such  trees,  dispose  of  the  debris  at 
an  appropriate  off-site  location,  and  assume  any  costs  associated  with  these  actions.  Should 
this  occur,  the  legislation  shall  terminate  automatically  after  DPW  has  removed  the  trees  and 
disposed  of  the  debris  at  an  appropriate  off-site  location. 

Section  3.  Sole  Source  Contract,  (a)  The  two  remaining  Monterey  Cypress  trees 
adjacent  to  233  Greenwich  Street  are  facing  imminent  decline  and  possible  failure  unless  the 
situation  is  properly  abated.  The  trees  are  a  critical  component  in  the  ecosystem  of  the  wild 
parrots  of  Telegraph  Hill. 

(b)  For  approximately  eighteen  (18)  months,  City  representatives,  the  property  owner, 
and  the  NESFC  have  relied  upon  the  advice  and  input  of  Ted  Kipping  of  Tree  Shapers  LLC.  a 
certified  arborist,  who  designed  a  tree  pruning  plan  to  address  the  problem  affecting  these 
trees.  Mr.  Kipping  developed  this  plan  after  numerous  site  visits  to  233  Greenwich  Street  and 
Assessor's  Block  85,  Lot  33,  extensive  investigation  of  the  trees,  and  discussions  with  all 
affected  parties.  In  doing  so,  Mr.  Kipping  developed  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  site,  the 
trees'  conditions,  and  the  unique  relationship  between  the  parrots  and  the  subject  trees. 

(c)  With  winter  climatic  conditions  approaching  and  the  trees'  current  condition,  the 
pruning  project  must  proceed  immediately  or  the  trees  or  portions  thereof  may  fail  causing 
potential  personal  and  property  damage.  Procuring  a  new  professional  contractor  at  this  late

stage  would  be  a  waste  of  time  and  public  funds.  Given  his  expertise,  familiarity  with  the  site 
and  site  conditions,  and  national  recognition  in  the  practice  of  arboriculture,  Mr.  Kipping  is 
uniquely  qualified  to  perform  the  tree  pruning  services  for  the  Monterey  Cypress  trees  on 
Assessor's  Block  85,  Lot  33.

Section  4.  Gift  Acceptance.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  acknowledges  the  Northeast 
San  Francisco  Conservancy's  commitment  to  make  a  generous  gift  of  funds  toward  the  tree 
pruning  work  of  the  subject  Monterey  Cypress  trees  adjacent  to  233  Greenwich  Street.

Section  1 .  Article  1 7.2  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 

Section  1320.2,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC  1320.2  PROHIBITION  AGAINST  SELLING  WITHIN  1 500  FEET  OF  A 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL.

Within  30  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  the  Chief  of  Police 
shall  do  the  following: 

(1 )  Notify  all  persons  who  hold  permits  for  the  operation  of  mobile  catering  vehicles  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  DOCUMENTS  DEPT 
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(2)  Review  the  approved  route  and  stops  for  all  permit  holders  to  determine  whether 
any  of  approved  stops  violate  the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  If  a  permit  holder's  approved  route  includes  a  stop  that  is  within  1500  feet  of  the 
property  line  of  any  public  middle  school,  junior  high  school,  or  high  school,  notify  the  permit 
holder  that  such  stop  is  no  longer  approved. 

(4)  Submit  a  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  stating  whether  any 
existing,  approved  routes  or  stops  violate  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  attach  to  that  report 
a  copy  of  the  notice  provided  to  all  permittees  under  subsection  (1),  above,  and  any  notices 
provided  to  permittees  under  subsection  (3),  above.

14.1  through  14.4  to:  (1)  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  establish  and 

maintain  reimbursement  accounts  from  which  employees  covered  by  the  San 

Francisco  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance  ("HCSO")  may  seek  reimbursement  for 

health  care  expenses;  (2)  clarify  remedies  for  violations  of  the  HCSO;  and  (3)  make 

other  technical  changes  and  findings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Declaration  of  legislative  findings  and  intent.  With  the  passage  of 
Ordinance  218-06,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  enacted  the  San  Francisco 
Health  Care  Security  Ordinance  ("HCSO"),  the  findings  of  which  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference.  The  HCSO  mandates  the  creation  of  a  comprehensive  health  care  reform  program 
to  address  the  current  health  care  crisis  in  San  Francisco.  The  HCSO  seeks  to  ensure  that  all 
San  Francisco  residents,  and  all  non-San  Francisco  residents  who  work  in  San  Francisco, 
have  access  to  affordable  health  care.  The  reforms  required  by  the  HCSO  are  further 
intended  to  alleviate  the  demands  placed  on  San  Francisco's  emergency  health  care  system 
by  its  82,000  uninsured  residents,  as  well  as  the  uninsured  non-San  Francisco  residents  who 
work  in  San  Francisco  and  utilize  emergency  health  care  services  in  San  Francisco.  Essential 
to  the  successful  operation  of  this  system  is  the  HCSO's  requirement  that  employers  make 
minimum  health  care  expenditures  on  behalf  of  employees  covered  by  the  Ordinance, 
whether  the  employers  choose  to  satisfy  the  requirement  by  providing  for  health  care  benefits 
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themselves  in  a  manner  of  their  choosing,  or  by  making  payments  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  so  that  the  City  may  provide  for  the  health  care  needs  of  the  employees  who 
have  not  been  provided  benefits  by  their  employers. 

During  the  initial  implementation  phases  of  this  program,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  determined  that  it  would  be  better  equipped  to  administer  a  comprehensive  health  care 
delivery  system  for  uninsured  San  Francisco  residents  and  uninsured  nonresidents  who  work 
in  San  Francisco  if  it  were  authorized  to  use  employer  expenditures  directed  to  the  City  to 
establish  and  maintain  reimbursement  accounts  from  which  employees  covered  by  the 
Ordinance,  including  employees  who  are  not  San  Francisco  residents,  could  obtain 
reimbursement  for  health  care  expenditures.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  has  further 
determined  that  compliance  with  the  expenditure  mandate  would  be  made  easier  for 
employers  if  they  were  permitted  to  make  payments  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
on  behalf  of  their  employees  who  live  outside  of  San  Francisco,  rather  than  merely  on  behalf 
of  their  employees  who  are  San  Francisco  residents.  The  Board  finds  that  these 
amendments,  by  making  compliance  easier  for  employers,  and  by  improving  the  ability  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  create  and  administer  an  effective,  comprehensive  health  care 
system,  will  further  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Sections  14.1  through  14.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  14.1.  SHORT  TITLE;  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  Short  title.  This  Chapter  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  "San  Francisco 
Health  Care  Security  Ordinance." 
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(b)      Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  Chapter,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
following  meanings: 

(1 )  "City"  means  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(2)  "Covered  employee"  means  any  person  who  works  in  the  City  where  such 
person  qualifies  as  an  employee  entitled  to  payment  of  a  minimum  wage  from  an  employer 
under  the  Minimum  Wage  Ordinance  as  provided  under  Chapter  12R  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  and  has  performed  work  for  compensation  for  his  or  her  employer  for 
ninety  (90)  days,  provided,  however,  that: 

(a)  From  the  effective  date  of  this  Chapter  through  December  31 ,  2007,  "at  least 
twelve  (12)  hours"  shall  be  substituted  for  "at  least  two  (2)  hours"  where  such  term  appears  in 
Section  12R.3(a); 

(b)  From  January  1,  2008  through  December  31,  2008,  "at  least  ten  (10)  hours" 
shall  be  substituted  for  "at  least  two  (2)  hours"  where  such  term  appears  in  Section  12R.3(a); 

(c)  Beginning  January  1 ,  2009,  "at  least  eight  (8)  hours"  shall  be  substituted  for  "at 
least  two  (2)  hours"  where  such  term  appears  in  Section  12R.3(a); 

(d)  The  term  "employee"  shall  not  include  persons  who  are  managerial, 
supervisorial,  or  confidential  employees,  unless  such  employees  earn  annually  under  S72.450 
or  in  2007  and  for  subsequent  years,  the  figure  as  set  by  the  administering  agency; 

(e)  The  term  "employee"  shall  not  include  those  persons  who  are  eligible  to  receive 
benefits  under  Medicare  or  TRICARE/CHAMPUS; 

(f)  The  term  "covered  employees"  shall  not  include  those  persons  who  are 
"covered  employees"  as  defined  in  Section  12Q.2.9  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance,  Chapter  12Q  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  if  the  employer  meets  the 
requirements  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.3  for  those  employees;  and 
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(g)  The  term  "covered  employees"  shall  not  include  those  persons  who  are 
employed  by  a  nonprofit  corporation  for  up  to  one  year  as  trainees  in  a  bona  fide  training 
program  consistent  with  Federal  law,  which  training  program  enables  the  trainee  to  advance 
into  a  permanent  position,  provided  that  the  trainee  does  not  replace,  displace,  or  lower  the 
wage  or  benefits  of  any  existing  position  or  employee. 

(h)  Nor  shall  "covered  employees"  include  those  persons  whose  employers  verify 
that  they  are  receiving  health  care  services  through  another  employer,  either  as  an  employee 
or  by  virtue  of  being  the  spouse,  domestic  partner,  or  child  of  another  person;  provided  that 
the  employer  obtains  from  those  persons  a  voluntary  written  waiver  of  the  health  care 
expenditure  requirements  of  this  Chapter  and  that  such  waiver  is  revocable  by  those  persons 
at  any  time. 

(3)  "Covered  employer"  means  any  medium-sized  or  large  business  as  defined 
below  engaging  in  business  within  the  City  that  is  required  to  obtain  a  valid  San  Francisco 
business  registration  certificate  from  the  San  Francisco  Tax  Collector's  office  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  nonprofit  corporation,  an  employer  for  which  an  average  of  fifty  (50)  or  more  persons  per 
week  perform  work  for  compensation  during  a  quarter.  Small  businesses  are  not  "covered 
employers"  and  are  exempt  from  the  health  care  spending  requirements  under  Section  14.3. 

(4)  "Employer"  means  an  employing  unit  as  defined  in  Section  135  of  the  California 
Unemployment  Insurance  Code  or  any  person  defined  in  Section  18  of  the  California  Labor 
Code.  "Employer"  shall  include  all  members  of  a  "controlled  group  of  corporations"  as  defined 
in  Section  1563(a)  of  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Code,  and  the  determination  shall 
be  made  without  regard  to  Sections  1563(a)(4)  and  1563(e)(3)(C)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code. 
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(5)  "Health  Access  Program"  means  a  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health 
program  to  provide  health  care  for  uninsured  San  Francisco  residents. 

(6)  "Health  Access  Program  participant"  means  any  uninsured  San  Francisco 
resident,  regardless  of  employment  or  immigration  status  or  pre-existing  condition,  who  is 
enrolled  by  his  or  her  employer  or  who  enrolls  as  an  individual  in  the  Health  Access  Program 
under  the  terms  established  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

(7)  "Health  care  expenditure"  means  any  amount  paid  by  a  covered  employer  to  its 
covered  employees  or  to  a  third  party  on  behalf  of  its  covered  employees  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  health  care  services  for  covered  employees  or  reimbursing  the  cost  of  such  services 
for  its  covered  employees,  including,  but  not  limited  to  (a)  contributions  by  such  employer  on 
behalf  of  its  covered  employees  to  a  health  savings  account  as  defined  under  section  223  of 
the  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  to  any  other  account  having  substantially  the 
same  purpose  or  effect  without  regard  to  whether  such  contributions  qualify  for  a  tax 
deduction  or  are  excludable  from  employee  income;  (b)  reimbursement  by  such  covered 
employer  to  its  covered  employees  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  health  care 
services;  (c)  payments  by  a  covered  employer  to  a  third  party  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
health  care  services  for  covered  employees;  (d)  costs  incurred  by  a  covered  employer  in  the 
direct  delivery  of  health  care  services  to  its  covered  employees;  and  (e)  payments  by  a 
covered  employer  to  the  City  to  be  used  on  behalf  of  covered  employees.  The  On  may  use  these 
payments  to:  (i)  fund  membership  in  the  Health  Access  Program  for  uninsured  San  Francisco 
residents;  and  (ii)  establish  and  maintain  reimbursement  accounts  for  covered  employees,  w  hether  or 
not  those  covered  employees  are  San  Francisco  residents,  to  fund  the  Health  Access  Program  for 
uninsured  San  Francisco  residents,  including  employees.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
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this  subsection,  "health  care  expenditure"  shall  not  include  any  payment  made  directly  or 
indirectly  for  workers'  compensation  or  Medicare  benefits. 

(8)  "Health  care  expenditure  rate"  means  the  amount  of  health  care  expenditure 
that  a  covered  employer  shall  be  required  to  make  for  each  hour  paid  for  each  of  its  covered 
employees  each  quarter.  The  "health  care  expenditure  rate"  shall  be  computed  as  follows: 

(a)  From  the  effective  date  of  this  Chapter  through  June  30,  2007,  $1 .60  per  hour 
for  large  businesses  and  $1.06  per  hour  for  medium-sized  businesses; 

(b)  From  July  1 ,  2007  through  December  31 ,  2007,  January  1 ,  20O8  through 
December  31 ,  2008,  and  January  1 ,  2009  through  December  31 ,  2009,  the  rates  for  large  and 
medium-sized  businesses  shall  increase  five  (5)  percent  over  the  expenditure  rate  calculated 
for  the  preceding  year; 

(c)  From  January  1 ,  2010  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  "health  care  expenditure 
rate"  shall  be  determined  annually  based  on  the  "average  contribution"  for  a  full-time 
employee  to  the  City  Health  Service  System  pursuant  to  Section  A8.423  of  the  San  Francisco 
Charter  based  on  the  annual  ten  county  survey  amount  for  the  applicable  fiscal  year,  with 
such  average  contribution  prorated  on  an  hourly  basis  by  dividing  the  monthly  average 
contribution  by  one  hundred  seventy-two  (172)  (the  number  of  hours  worked  in  a  month  by  a 
full-time  employee).  The  "health  care  expenditure  rate"  shall  be  seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of 
the  annual  ten  county  survey  amount  for  the  applicable  fiscal  year  for  large  businesses  and 
fifty  percent  (50%)  for  medium-sized  businesses. 

(9)  "Health  care  services"  means  medical  care,  services,  or  goods  that  may  qualify 
as  tax  deductible  medical  care  expenses  under  Section  213  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or 
medical  care,  services,  or  goods  having  substantially  the  same  purpose  or  effect  as  such 
deductible  expenses. 
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(10)  "Hour  paid"  or  "hours  paid"  means  a  work  hour  or  work  hours  for  which  a  person 
is  paid  wages  or  is  entitled  to  be  paid  wages  for  work  performed  within  the  City,  including  paid 
vacation  hours  and  paid  sick  leave  hours,  but  not  exceeding  172  hours  in  a  single  month.  For 
salaried  persons,  "hours  paid"  shall  be  calculated  based  on  a  40-hour  work  week  for  a  full- 
time  employee. 

(1 1 )  "Large  business"  means  an  employer  for  which  an  average  of  one  hundred 
(100)  or  more  persons  per  week  perform  work  for  compensation  during  a  quarter. 

(12)  "Medium-sized  business"  means  an  employer  for  which  an  average  of  between 
twenty  (20)  and  ninety-nine  (99)  persons  per  week  perform  work  for  compensation  during  a 
quarter. 

(13)  "Person"  means  any  natural  person,  corporation,  sole  proprietorship, 
partnership,  association,  joint  venture,  limited  liability  company,  or  other  legal  entity. 

(14)  "Required  health  care  expenditure"  means  the  total  health  care  expenditure  that 
a  covered  employer  is  required  to  make  every  quarter  for  all  its  covered  employees. 

(1 5)  "Small  business"  means  an  employer  for  which  an  average  of  fewer  than  twenty 
(20)  persons  per  week  perform  work  for  compensation  during  a  quarter. 

SEC.  14.2.  SAN  FRANCISCO  HEALTH  ACCESS  PROGRAM  AND  REJMMJRSEMENT 
ACCOUNTS. 


(a)      The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  administer  the  Health 
Access  Program.  Under  the  Health  Access  Program,  uninsured  San  Francisco  residents  may 
obtain  health  care  from  a  network  consisting  of  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Health's  clinics,  and  other  community  non-profit  and  private  providers 
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hat  meet  the  program's  quality  and  other  criteria  for  participation.  The  Health  Access 
3rogram  is  not  an  insurance  plan  for  Health  Access  Program  participants. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  coordinate  with  a  third  party  vendor  to 
administer  program  operations,  including  basic  customer  services,  enrollment,  tracking 
>ervice  utilization,  billing,  and  communication  with  the  participants. 

(c)  The  Health  Access  Program  shall  be  open  to  uninsured  San  Francisco 
esidents,  regardless  of  employment  status.  Eligibility  criteria  shall  be  established  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  but  no  person  shall  be  excluded  from  the  Health  Access 
Program  based  on  a  pre-existing  condition.  Participants  may  be  enrolled  by  their  employers  or 
nay  enroll  themselves  as  individuals,  with  the  terms  of  enrollment  to  be  determined  pursuant 
:o  Section  14.4(a). 

(d)  The  Health  Access  Program  may  be  funded  from  a  variety  of  sources,  including 
oayments  from  covered  employers  pursuant  to  Section  14.3,  from  individuals,  and  from  the 
3ity.  Funding  from  the  City  shall  prioritize  services  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  with 
Dosts  based  on  the  Health  Access  Program  participant's  ability  to  pay. 

(e)  The  Health  Access  Program  shall  use  the  "Medical  Home"  model  in  which  a 
primary  care  physician,  nurse  practitioner,  or  physician  assistant  develop  and  direct  a  plan  of 
sare  for  each  Health  Access  Program  participant,  coordinate  referrals  for  testing  and  specialty 
services,  and  monitor  management  of  chronic  conditions  and  diseases.  Health  Access 
Program  participants  shall  be  assigned  to  a  primary  care  physician,  nurse  practitioner,  or 
physician  assistant. 

(f)  The  Health  Access  Program  shall  provide  medical  services  with  an  emphasis  on 
wellness,  preventive  care  and  innovative  service  delivery.  The  Program  shall  provide  medical 
services  for  the  prevention,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  medical  conditions,  excluding  vision, 
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sntai,  infertility,  and  cosmetic  services.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  may  further  define 
e  services  to  be  provided,  except  that  such  services  must,  at  a  minimum,  include: 
ofessionai  medical  services  by  doctors,  nurse  practitioners,  physician  assistants,  and  other 
:ensed  health  care  providers,  including  preventive,  primary,  diagnostic  and  specialty 
jrvices;  inpatient  and  outpatient  hospital  services,  including  acute  inpatient  mental  health 
jrvices;  diagnostic  and  laboratory  services,  including  therapeutic  radiological  services; 
■escription  drugs,  excluding  drugs  for  excluded  services;  home  health  care;  and  emergency 
are  provided  in  San  Francisco  by  contracted  providers,  including  emergency  medical 
ansportation  if  needed. 

(g)  The  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  also  be  authorized  to  use  payments  made  to  the 
ity  by  employers  to  satisfy  their  expenditure  requirements  as  set  forth  in  Section  14.3  to  establish  and 
aintain  reimbursement  accounts  from  which  covered  employees  may  obtain  reimbursement  of  health 
ire  expenditures.  The  Health  Access  Program  shall  offer  the  opportunity  for  employers  to  enroll  iheir 
nployees  and  for  individual  enrollment  by  July  1 ,  2007. 

(h)  The  City  Controller  shall  ensure  any  required  health  care  expenditures  made  by  an 
nployer  to  the  City  are  kept  separate  and  apart  from  general  funds  and  shall  limit  use  of  the 
•cpenditures  to  the  Health  Access  Program  or  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  ofreim' n I 
ccounts  from  which  covered  employees  may  obtain  reimbursement  of  health  care  expenditures.  If  any 
overed  employee  fails  to  enroll  in  the  Health  Access  Program  or  establish  a  reimbursement  account 
ith  the  Department  of  Public  Health  within  a  reasonable  time,  as  determined  by  the  Department  of 
ublic  Health,  the  City  may  use  the  funds  paid  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  behalf  of 
iqt  employee  for  the  benefit  of  the  health  care  programs  created  by  this  Ordinance,  but  the  City  may 
ot  transfer  these  funds  to  the  City's  general  fund. 
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>EC.  14.3  REQUSRED  HEALTH  CARE  EXPEND5TURES, 

(a)  Required  Expenditures.  Covered  employers  shall  make  required  health  care 
ixpenditures  to  or  on  behalf  of  their  covered  employees  each  quarter. 

equired  health  care  expenditure  for  a  covered  employer  shall  be  calculated  by  multiplying  the 
otal  number  of  hours  paid  for  aU  each  of  its  covered  employees  during  the  quarter  (including 
>nly  hours  starting  on  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  following  ninety  (90)  calendar  days 
after  a  covered  employee's  date  of  hire)  by  the  applicable  health  care  expenditure  rate.  In 
ietermining  whether  a  covered  employer  has  made  its  required  health  care  expenditures, 
payments  to  or  on  behalf  of  a  covered  employee  shall  not  be  considered  if  they  exceed  the 
ollowing  amount:  the  number  of  hours  paid  for  the  covered  employee  during  the  quarter 
nultiplied  by  the  applicable  health  care  expenditure  rate.  The  City's  Office  of  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  (OLSE)  shall  enforce  the  health  expenditure  requirements  under  this  Section. 

(b)  Additional  Employer  Responsibilities.  A  covered  employer  shall:  (i)  maintain 
accurate  records  of  health  care  expenditures,  required  health  care  expenditures,  and  proof  of 
5uch  expenditures  made  each  quarter  each  year,  and  allow  OLSE  reasonable  access  to  such 
'ecords,  provided,  however,  that  covered  employers  shall  not  be  required  to  maintain  such 
records  in  any  particular  form;  and  (ii)  provide  information  to  the  OLSE,  or  the  OLSE's 
designee,  on  an  annual  basis  containing  such  other  information  as  OLSE  shall  require,  but 
OLSE  may  not  require  an  employer  to  provide  information  in  violation  of  State  or  federal 
privacy  laws.  Where  an  employer  does  not  maintain  or  retain  adequate  records  documenting 
the  health  expenditures  made,  or  does  not  allow  OLSE  reasonable  access  to  such  records,  it 
shall  be  presumed  that  the  employer  did  not  make  the  required  health  expenditures  for  the 
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quarter  for  which  records  are  lacking,  absent  clear  and  convincing  evidence  otherwise.  The 
Office  of  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  shall  have  the  authority  to  provide  any  and  all 
nonfinanciai  information  to  OLSE  necessary  to  fulfill  the  OLSE's  responsibilities  as  the 
snforcing  agency  under  this  Ordinance.  With  regard  to  all  such  information  provided  by  the 
Office  of  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  OLSE  shall  be  subject  to  the  confidentiality  provisions 
of  Subsection  (a)  of  Section  6.22-1  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code. 


SEC.  14.4  ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT. 

(a)      The  City  shall  develop  and  promulgate  rules  to  govern  the  operation  of  this 
Chapter.  The  regulations  shall  include  specific  rules  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  on 
the  operation  of  both  the  Health  Access  Program  and  the  reimbursement  account  identified  m 
Section  14.2(g),  including  but  not  limited  to  eligibility  for  enrollment  in  the  Health  An  ess  Program  and 
establishment  of  reimbursement  accounts  and  rules  by  the  OLSE  for  enforcement  of  the 
obligations  of  the  employers  under  this  Chapter.  The  rules  shall  also  establish  procedures  for 
covered  employers  to  maintain  accurate  records  of  health  care  expenditures  and  required 
health  care  expenditures  and  provide  a  report  to  the  City  without  requiring  any  disclosures  of 
information  that  would  violate  State  or  Federal  privacy  laws.  The  rules  shall  further  establish 
procedures  for  providing  employers  notice  that  they  may  have  violated  this  Chapter,  a  right  to 
respond  to  the  notice,  a  procedure  for  notification  of  the  final  determination  of  a  violation,  and 
an  appeal  procedure  before  a  hearing  officer  appointed  by  the  City  Controller.  The  sole 
means  of  review  of  the  hearing  officer's  decision  shall  be  by  filing  in  the  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandate  under  Section  1094.5  of  the  Ca!ifornia  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.  No  rules  shall  be  adopted  finally  until  after  a  public  hearing. 
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(b)  During  implementation  of  this  Chapter  and  on  an  ongoing  basis  thereafter,  the 
%  shall  maintain  an  education  and  advice  program  to  assist  employers  with  meeting  the 
9quirements  of  this  Chapter. 

(c)  Any  employer  that  reduces  the  number  of  employees  below  the  number  that 
/ould  have  resulted  in  the  employer  being  considered  a  "covered  employer,"  or  below  the 
umber  that  would  have  resulted  in  the  employer  being  considered  a  medium-sized  or  large 
usiness,  shall  demonstrate  that  such  reduction  was  not  done  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
obligations  of  this  Chapter  or  shall  be  in  violation  of  the  Chapter. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  employer  or  covered  employer  to  deprive  or  threaten 
d  deprive  any  person  of  employment,  take  or  threaten  to  take  any  reprisal  or  retaliatory  action 
igainst  any  person,  or  directly  or  indirectly  intimidate,  threaten,  coerce,  command  or  influence 
ir  attempt  to  intimidate,  threaten,  coerce,  command  or  influence  any  person  because  such 
lerson  has  cooperated  or  otherwise  participated  in  an  action  to  enforce,  inquire  about,  or 
iform  others  about  the  requirements  of  this  Chapter.  Taking  adverse  action  against  a  person 
vithin  ninety  (90)  days  of  the  person's  exercise  of  rights  protected  under  this  Chapter  shall 
aise  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  having  done  so  in  retaliation  for  the  exercise  of  such  rights. 

(e)  fJ)  The  City  shall  enforce  the  obligations  of  employers  and  covered  employers 
jnder  this  Chapter,  and  may  impose  administrative  penalties  upon  employers  and  covered 
imployers  who  fail  to  make  required  health  care  expenditures  on  behalf  of  their  employees.  The 
imount  of  the  penalty  shall  be  $1,000  for  each  employee  for  each  week  that  such  expenditures  arc  not 
nadc,  provided  that  the  total  amount  of penalties  shall  not  exceed  the  following:  violate  this  Chapter, 
ncluding  the  requirements  that  businesses  allow  the  City  reasonable  access  to  records  of  health 
expenditures,  as  follows -  the  amount  of  up  to  one-and-one-half  times  the  total  expenditures  that  a 
covered  employer  failed  to  make  plus  simple  annual  interest  of  up  to  ten  (10)  percent  from  the 
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date  payment  should  have  been  made,  but  in  any  event  the  total  penalty  for  this  violation  shall 
not  exceed  $1.000  for  each  employee  for  each  week  that  such  expenditures  arenotmade 

(2)       For  other  violations  of  this  Chapter  by  employers  and  covered  employers,  the 
administrative  penalties  shall  he  as  follows:  For  refusing  to  allow  access  to  records,  pursuant  to 
Section  14.3(b),  $25  as  to  each  worker  whose  records  are  in  issue  for  each  ilav  that  the  \ iolati ">i 
occurs;  for  the  failure  io  maintain  or  retain  accurate  and  adequate  records  pursuant  to  Section  14.3(h) 


and  for  the  failure  to  make  the  annual  report  of  information  required  by  OLSE  pursuant  to  Section 


14.3(b).  $500;  for  violation  of  Section  14.4(d)  (retaliation).  $100  as  to  each  person  who  is  the  target  of 


the  prohibited  action  for  each  day  that  the  violation  occurs;  and  for  any  other  violation  not  specified  in 


this  subsection  (e)(2),  $25  per  day  for  each  day  that  the  violation  occurs. 


(3)  The  City  Attorney  may  bring  a  civil  action  to  recover  civil  penalties  for  the  violations  set 
forth  in  subsections  (e)(1)  and  (e)(2)  in  the  same  amounts  set  forth  in  those  subsections,  and  to  n 


the  City's  enforcement  costs,  including  attorneys'  fees. 


(4)       Amounts  recovered  under  this  Section  shall  be  deposited  in  the  City's  General  Fund 
(f)      The  City  Controller  shall  coordinate  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
OLSE  to  prepare  periodic  reports  on  the  implementation  of  this  Chapter  including  participant 
rates,  any  effect  on  services  provided  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  cost  of 
providing  services  to  the  Health  Access  Program  participants  and  the  economic  impact  of  the 
Chapter's  provisions.  Reports  shall  be  provided  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  a  quarterly 
basis  for  quarters  beginning  July  1 ,  2007  through  June  30,  2008,  then  every  six  months 
through  June  30,  2010.  Reports  shall  include  specific  information  on  any  significant  event 
affecting  the  implementation  of  this  Chapter  and  also  include  recommendations  for 
improvement  where  needed,  in  which  case  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  a  committee  thereof 
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shall  hold  a  hearing  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receiving  the  report  to  consider  responsive 
action. 

(g)  The  Director  of  Public  Health  shall  convene  an  advisory  Health  Access  Working 
Group  to  provide  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Health  Access  Program  with  expert 
consultation  and  direction,  with  input  on  members  from  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  Health  Access  Working  Group  shall  be  advisory  in  nature  and  may  provide 
the  Health  Access  Program  with  input  on  matters  including:  setting  membership  rates; 
designing  the  range  of  benefits  and  health  care  services  for  participants;  and  researching 
utilization,  actuaries,  and  costs. 

(h)  The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  OLSE  shall  report  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  July  J.  2007  January  3 J.  2007,  on  the  development  of  rules  for  the  Health 
Access  Program  and  for  the  enforcement  and  administration  of  the  employer  obligations 
under  this  Chapter.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  or  a  committee  thereof  shall  hold  a  hearing  on  the 
proposed  rules  to  ensure  that  participants  in  the  Health  Access  Program  shall  have  access  to 
high  quality  and  culturally  competent  services.

[Clean  Construction  Ordinance.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Administrative  Code  to  add  Section  6.25  to  require  City 
Contractors  to  adopt  clean  construction  practices  including  biodiesel  fuel  and 
emissions  controls  within  one  year  eighteen  months  two  years;  amending  the 
Administrative  Code  to  add  Section  6.67  to  allow  City  departments  that  are  authorized 
to  award  public  works  contracts  to  compare  bids  on  the  basis  of  clean  construction 
practices;  and  amending  the  Environment  Code  to  add  Section  411  to  authorize  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  to  assist  local  businesses  with  off-road  construction 
equipment  in  applying  for  funding  to  retrofit  or  replace  such  equipment  and  to  require 
annual  reporting,  and  making  findings,  including  environmental  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  Air  pollution  is  one  of  the  major  public  health  threats  in  San  Francisco  and 
contributes  to  asthma  and  other  respiratory  diseases. 

(b)  Diesel  engine  emissions  from  off-road  heavy-duty  vehicles  include  fine 
particulate  matter  that  can  be  breathed  deeply  into  the  lungs  and  enter  into  a  person's  blood 
system.  The  State  Air  Resources  Board  classifies  diesel  particulate  emissions  as  a  toxic  air 
contaminant  and  estimates  that  these  emissions  account  for  70  percent  of  the  cancer  risks 
associated  with  airborne  toxins.

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(c)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  an  interest  in  the  protection  of  public 
health  and  the  reduction  of  exposure  to  diesel  emissions  generated  at  publicly  funded 
construction  sites. 

(d)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  can  reduce  the  exposure  to  diesel 
emissions  from  off-road  diesel  equipment  by  requiring  City  contractors  undertaking  public 
works  projects  near  schools,  hospitals,  residential  care  facilities  and  similar  sensitive  areas  to 
utilize  off-road  diesel  equipment  with  lower  emissions. 

(e)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  can  further  reduce  the  exposure  to  diesel 
emissions  from  off-road  diesel  equipment  by  creating  a  bidding  incentive  for  City  Contractors 
to  utilize  the  cleanest  possible  off-road  diesel  equipment  on  public  works  contracts. 

(f)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  can  reduce  the  exposure  to  diesel 
emissions  from  off-road  diesel  vehicle  fleets  by  seeking  funding  to  retro-fit  City  owned 
equipment  and  other  off-road  diesel  equipment  operated  in  the  City  from  existing  incentive 
programs  such  as  the  Carl  Mover  Air  Quality  Standards  Attainment  Program. 

(g)  Biodiesel  is  an  available  energy  source  that  can  be  substituted  in  many  diesel 
engines  for  conventional  diesel  fuel.  Biodiesel  can  reduce  petroleum  consumption,  and 
significantly  reduce  emissions  of  particulate  matter,  carbon  monoxide,  hydrocarbons,  carbon 
dioxide  ("greenhouse  gas")  and  toxic  air  pollutants. 

(h)  The  California  Air  Resources  Board  is  expected  to  adopt  a  regulation  in  2007 
requiring  construction  equipment  owners  to  begin  cleaning  up  their  fleets  starting  in  2009. 

(i)  A  study  of  construction  sites  by  the  Northeast  States  for  Coordinated  Air  Use 
Management  found  that  workers  and  nearby  residents  were  exposed  to  levels  of  fine 
particulate  matter  up  to  16  times  higher  than  average. 
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(j)       According  to  the  Air  Resources  Board  emission  inventory,  construction 
equipment  is  the  largest  source  of  diesel  soot  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  accounting  for 
40  percent  of  diesei  particulate  emissions. 

(k)      San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  second  only  to  Los  Angeles  in  the  health  impacts 
from  diesel  pollution.  Over  500  premature  deaths,  400  hospital  admissions  and  more  than 
300  emergency  room  visits  for  asthma  were  attributable  to  diesel  pollution  in  2005  according 
to  the  Union  of  Concerned  Scientists. 

(I)      A  recent  analysis  of  air  toxics  by  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District 
found  that  80%  of  the  air  toxic  cancer  risk  is  from  diesel  particulate  pollution.  Eastern  San 
Francisco  ranked  among  the  highest  areas  for  diesel  emissions  in  the  entire  bay  area. 

(m)     Under  this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  wishes  to  exercise 
its  power  to  make  economic  decisions  involving  its  own  funds  as  a  participant  in  the 
marketplace  and  to  conduct  its  own  business  as  a  municipal  corporation  to  ensure  that 
purchases  and  expenditures  of  public  monies  are  made  in  a  manner  consistent  with  clean 
construction  practices. 

(n)      Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  or  applied  so  as  to  create  any 
power  or  duty  in  conflict  with  any  federal  or  state  law. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  6.25  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  6.25.  CLEAN  CONSTRUCTION. 

(a)  Definitions: 

(I)  "Biodiesel "  means  a  fuel  comprised  of  mono-alkvl  esters  of  long  chain  fait\'  acids 
derived  from  vegetable  oils  or  animal  fats,  designated  BJ00  or  "neat  biodiescl ".  and  meeting  the 
requirements  of  ASTM  D  6751.  B20  is  a  mixture  of  20%  biodiesel  and  80%  petroleum. 
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(2)  "City"  means  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(3)  "Clean  Construction  "  means  performing  all  work  required  to  be  performed  under  a 
public  works  contract  (1)  utilizing  only  off-road  equipment  and  off-road  engines  fueled  by  biodiesel 
fuel  grade  B20  or  higher  and  (2)  utilizing  only  high  use  equipment  that  either  (a)  meets  or  exceed  Tier 
2  standards  for  off-road  engines  or  (b)  operates  with  the  most  effective  verified  diesel  emission  control 
strategy. 

(4)  "Director  "  means  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  or  his  or  her 
designee. 

(5)  "High  Use  Vehicles  "  means  off-road  vehicles  or  off-road  engines  used  an  aggregate  of 
20  or  more  hours  during  any  portion  of  the  project. 

(6)  "Major  construction  project "  means  a  public  work  to  be  performed  within  the 
geographic  limits  of  the  City  that  is  estimated  to  require  twenty  (20)  or  more  cumulative  days  of  work 
to  complete. 

(7)  "Most  effective  verified  diesel  emission  control  strategy"  means  a  device,  system  or 
strategy  that  is  verified  pursuant  to  Division  3  Chapter  14  of  Title  13  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations  to  achieve  the  highest  level  of  pollution  control  from  an  off  road  vehicle. 

(8)  "Off-road  engine  "  means  a  diesel  interna!  combustion  engine  (including  the  fuel  system) 
including  without  limitation,  internal  combustion  engines  used  to  power  excavators,  backhoes, 
bulldozers  or  similar  equipment  used  in  any  project  subject  to  this  Chapter.  "Off-road  engine  "  does 
not  include  portable  engines  or  stationary  engines  (engines  that  remain  at  one  location  for  more  than 
12  months). 

(9)  "Off  road  vehicle  "  means  a  vehicle  that  is  propelled  by  an  off-road  engine  of  twenty-five 
horsepower  or  greater,  including,  without  limitation,  excavators,  backhoes,  bulldozers  and  similar 
equipment  used  in  any  project  subject  to  this  Chapter.    "Off-road  vehicle  "  does  not  include  a 
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horticultural  maintenance  vehicle  used  for  landscaping  purposes  that  is  pow  ered  by  an  off-road  engine 
of  sixty-five  horsepower  or  less  and  that  is  not  used  in  any  construction  program  or  pro/ect.  "Off-road 
vehicle  "  does  not  include  portable  equipment. 

(10)     Public  work  means  a  contract  for  the  erection,  construction,  renovation,  alteration, 
improvement,  demolition,  excavation,  installation,  or  repair  of  any  public  building,  structure, 
infrastructure,  bridge,  road,  street,  park,  dam,  tunnel,  utility  or  similar  public  facility  that  is  performed 
by  or  for  the  City,  and  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  paid  wholly  or  partially  out  of  moneys  deposited  in  the 
City  Treasury'  or  out  of  trust  monies  under  the  control  of  or  collected  by  the  City. 


(11)  "Sensitive  Site "  means  a  hospital  or  other  medical  institution  with  facilities  for  inpatient 
care,  a  residential  care  facility  providing  lodging  board  and  acre  for  a  period  of  24  hours  or  more  to 


seven  or  more  persons,  a  child-care  facility  providing  less  than  24  hour  care  for  13  or  more  children, 


or  an  elementary  or  secondary  school,  either  public  or  private  ^LS^\6ences_ 


(12)  "Tier  2  Standards  "  are  those  standards  for  an  off-road  engine  as  described  in  Division 
3  Chapter  9,  Article  4,  Section  2423(b)(1)(A)  of  Title  13  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  as 


amended. 


(b)       Clean  Construction  on  major  construction  projects. 

(1)  Requirement.  Clean  Construction  shall  be  required  Oftfor  ^j^public  works  contracts  for 
maior  construction  Drojects_as  follows:  (A)  For  all  contracts  solicited  on  or  after  a  date  one 


year  eighteen  months  from  the  effective  date  of-this  Ordinance  for  major  construction- projects 
located  within  500  foot  of  a  sensitive  site;  and  (B)  For  all  contracts  solicited  on  or  after  a  q 


two  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  for  majof-construction  projects.  For  all  such 


contracts,  the  department  head  or  officer  calling  for  bids  shall  specify  in  the  Advertisement  for  Bids 


that  Clean  Construction  is  required  for  the  performance  of  all  work  unless  a  waiver  of  all  or  part  of  the 


requirements  of  this  Chapter  has  been  granted  under  Section  6.25(b)(3). 
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(2)  Contract  Provisions  and  liquidated  damages.  Every  contract  for  which  Clean 
Construction  is  required  under  Section  6.25(b)(1)(A)  or  Section  6.25(h)(1)(B)  shall  contain  provisions, 
in  a  form  to  he  approved  by  the  Citv  Attorney:  (A)  requiring  Clean  Construction,  (B)  authorizing 
waivers  as  set  forth  in  Section  6.25(b)(3),  and  (C)  specifying  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of  $100 
per  day  per  each  piece  of  off-road  equipment  and  each  off-road  engine  utilized  to  complete  work  on  the 
project  in  violation  of  the  Clean  Construction  requirements. 

(3)  Waivers.  Waivers  from  the  requirements  of  this  Chapter  are  available  under  the 
following  circumstances: 

(A)  Emergency.  A  contract  awarding  department  may  grant  itself  a  waiver  from  this 
Chapter  when  the  contract  awarding  authority  certifies  in  writing  to  the  Director,  prior  to  the 
Controller 's  contract  certification,  that  the  contract  is  being  awarded  under  the  emergency  provisions 
of  Administrative  Code  Section  6.60  and  that  there  is  no  immediately  available  contractor  capable  of 
performing  the  work  as  Clean  Construction.  In  such  case,  the  contract  awarding  authority  shall  within 
two  business  days  notify  the  Director  in  writing  of  the  emergency  that  prevented  compliance  with  this 
Chapter  and  describe  steps  being  taken  to  safegidard  public  and  City  employee  health  during  the 
noncomplying  work,  and  shall  explain  steps  to  reduce  the  likelihood  that  a  similar  emergency  waiver 
would  be  required  in  the  future. 

(B)  Performance  Standards.  The  Director  may  grant  a  waiver  in  whole  or  part  from  this 
Chapter  prior  to  the  solicitation  of  bids  upon  a  showing  by  the  contract  awarding  authority  that  there 
are  no  complying  off-road  vehicles  or  off-road  engines  for  some  or  all  of  the  required  work,  provided 
that  the  contract  awarding  authority  provides  a  written  memorandum  explaining  the  need  for  the 
waiver  and  the  steps  that  will  be  taken  to  safeguard  public  and  City  employee  health  during  the 
noncomplying  work. 
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(C)  Cost  prohibitive.  The  Director  may  grant  a  waiver  in  whole  or  part  from  this  Chapter 
prior  to  the  solicitation  of  bids  upon  a  showing  by  the  contract  awarding  authority  that  compliance 
would  be  cost  prohibitive  under  the  circumstances,  provided  that  the  contract  awarding  authority 
provides  a  written  memorandum  explaining  the  need  for  the  waiver  and  the  steps  that  will  be  taken  to 
safeguard  public  and  City  employee  health  during  the  noncomplving  work. 

(D)  Other.  The  Director  may  grant  a  waiver  in  whole  or  part  from  this  Chapter  prior  to  the 
solicitation  of  bids  or  may  waive  the  biodiesel  and/ or  emissions  standards  for  Clean  Construction  in 
advance  of  any  violation  of  the  Clean  Construction  requirements  as  to  specific  off-road  equipment  or 
off-road  engines  essential  to  complete  the  work  provided  that  the  contract  awarding  authoritx  provides 
a  written  memorandum  demonstrating  a  reasonable  basis  for  the  waiver  including  a  reasonable  plan  to 
minimize  the  use  of  noncomplying  equipment  or  engines,  and  the  steps  that  will  be  taken  to  safeguard 
public  and  City  employee  health  during  the  noncomplving  work,  and  further  provided  that  such  post- 
award  waivers  for  specific  equipment  may  not  exceed  25%  of  the  total  operating  hours  of  all  off-road 
vehicles  or  off-road  engines  used  on  the  project. 

(E)  Rules  and  Regulations.  A  fter  a  public  hearing,  the  Director,  in  consultation  with  the 
contract  awarding  authorities,  may  promulgate  rules,  regulations  or  guidelines  as  neccssar\-  or 
appropriate  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  requirements  of  this  Chapter  and  may  adopt  forms  necessan 
to  implement  this  Chapter. 

(F)  Publication  of  Waivers  Granted.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  contract 
awarding  authorities  shall  maintain  and  post  a  list  of  all  waivers  granted  on  their  Departmental 
Websites  in  a  manner  that  can  easily  be  accessed  by  the  public. 

(4)  Clean  Construction  Projects  encouraged  for  other  Cm-  Contracts.  In  recognition  of  the 
health  and  other  environmental  benefits  of  Clean  Construction,  contract-awarding  authorities  are 
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encouraged  to  require  contractors  to  meet  the  standards  for  Clean  Construction,  as  appropriate,  in 
contracts  not  otherwise  covered  by  this  Chapter. 
(5)  Penalty. 

(A)  Whenever  any  City  department  finds,  after  an  investigation  by  the  contract  awarding 
authority  and  the  City  Attorney,  that  a  person  or  entity  being  considered  for  a  contract,  or  under 
contract,  with  the  City  has,  in  connection  with  the  bidding,  execution  or  performance  of  any  City 
contract,  falsely  represented  to  the  City  the  nature  or  character  of  the  off-road  vehicles  and/or  off-road 
engines  to  be  utilized,  or  utilized,  on  the  contract,  the  City  department  shall  have  the  authority  to 
impose  such  sanctions  or  take  such  other  actions  as  are  designed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Chapter. 

(B)  Measures  which  are  available  to  the  City  to  enforce  this  Chapter  upon  finding  a 
violation  pursuant  to  Section  6.25  (b)(5)(A)  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(i)  Refusal  to  certify  the  award  of  a  contract; 

(ii)  Suspension  of  a  contract; 

(Hi)      Ordering  the  withholding  o  f  City  funds  due  the  contractor  under  any  City 

contract; 

(iv)  Ordering  the  recession  of  a  contract  based  upon  a  material  breach  of  contract 
provisions  or  pertaining  to  representations  made  in  bidding,  execution  or  performance  of  the  contract; 

(v)  Debarment  of  a  bidder,  proposer  or  contractor  from  eligibility  for  providing 
commodities  or  services  to  the  City  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  years,  with  a  right  to  review  and 
reconsideration  by  the  City  upon  a  showing  of  corrective  action  indicating  violations  are  not  likely  to 
reoccur. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  a  contractor  of  responsibility  to 
perform  the  contract. 
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Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  6.67  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6. 6  7.  COM  PA  RISON  OF  BIDS  ON  BASIS  OF  CLE  A  N  CONS  TR  UCTIQN. 

To  minimize  the  adverse  impact  to  the  surrounding  environmcni.  department  heads  authorized 
to  execute  contracts  for  public  works  are  authorized  to  compare  bids  on  the  basis  that  the  w  ork  will  be 
performed  utilizing  off-road  equipment  and  o  ff-road  engines  that  meet  or  exceed  the  standards  for 
Clean  Construction  set  forth  in  Section  6.25  ("Clean  Construction  Comparative  Bidding^} 
Department  heads  are  particularly  encouraged  to  utilize  Clean  Construction  Comparative  Bidding 
wherever  the  project  is  located  within  500  feet  of  a  Sensitive  Site  and  the  construction  activity  will 
occur  for  more  than  20  days.  The  department  head  or  officer  calling  for  bids  shall  specify  in  the 
Advertisement  for  Bids  the  monetary  value  that  the  department  will  attribute  to  Clean  Construction  and 
shall  evaluate  responsive  bids  accordingly.  Any  contract  awarded  in  consideration,  in  whole  or  m 
part,  on  the  basis  of  Clean  Construction  Comparative  Bidding  shall  include  provisions  (I)  rcqu  fling 
the  contractor  to  certify  that  all  work  has  been  undertaken  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  for 
Clean  Construction  set  forth  in  Section  6.25,  (2)  providing  procedures  to  request  a  waiver  of  the 
biodiesel  fuel  and/or  emissions  standards  as  to  specific,  necessary  equipment  as  set  forth  in  Section 
6.2(b)(3)(D),  and  (3)  providing  for  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of  SI  00  per  day  per  vehicle 
operated  at  the  project  site  in  violation  of  Clean  Construction  standards.  Except  as  provided  herein, 
contracts  awarded  on  the  basis  of  Clean  Construction  Comparative  Bidding  shall  be  subject  to  all 
provisions  of  Chapter  6  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  41 1  to  read  as  follows:

bulldozers  or  similar  equipment  used  in  any  City  construct  ion  projects.  "Off-road  engine  "  does  not 


include  portable  engines  or  stationary  engines  (engines  that  remain  at  one  location  for  more  than  12 


months). 


(3)  "Off-road  vehicle  "  means  a  vehicle  that  is  propelled  by  an  off-road  engine  of  twenty-five 
horsepower  or  greater,  including,  without  limitation,  excavators,  backhoes,  bulldozers  and  similar 


equipment  used  in  any  project  subject  to  this  Chapter.  "Off-road  vehicle  "  does  not  include  a 


horticultural  maintenance  vehicle  used  for  landscaping  purposes  that  is  powered  by  an  off-road  engine 


of  sixty-five  horsepower  or  less  and  that  is  not  used  in  any  construction  program  or  project.  "Off-road 


vehicle  "  does  not  include  portable  equipment. 


(4)  "Tier  2  standards  "  are  those  standards  for  an  off-road  engine  as  described  in  Division  3 
Chapter  9,  Article  4,  Section  2423(b)(1)(A)  of  Title  13  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  as 


amended. 


(b)  Technical  Assistance  to  Local  Businesses.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall 
provide  technical  assistance  to  businesses  certified  as  Local  Businesses  Enterprises  (LBEs)  by  the 


Human  Rights  Commission  and  other  local  businesses  in  securing  available  local,  state  and  federal 


public  incentive  funding  to  retro-fit,  repower  or  replace  off-road  vehicles  or  off-road  engines  operated 


by  such  businesses  within  the  City. 


(c)  Annual  Reporting  Requirement.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  annually  shall

summary  of  the  results  of  grant  applications  made  and  awarded  for  the  prior  year  to  retro- fit,  repower 
or  replace  off-road  vehicles  and  engines  in  the  City's  fleet,  including  fleet  upgrades  funded  and 
completed,  (3)  a  summary  of  technical  assistance  provided  to  LBEs  and  other  local  businesses,  and 
results,  if  bwwn,  and  (4)  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Mayor,  and  City  Departments 
for  procedural,  policy,  or  legislative  changes  to  reduce  air  pollution  emanating  from  off  road  vehicles 
and  off  road  engines.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  City  Attorney  is  hereby  authorized  to  settle  with  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  Transit  District  ("BART")  for  the  taking  of  the  City's  property  in  the  eminent  dcmain  action 
entitled  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Transit  District  v.  City  and  County  of  Sari  Francisco,  et  al  . 
Alameda  County  Superior  Court  No.  HG03-099024,  by  accepting  payment  to  the  City  of 
$2,367,570.00,  plus  interest  as  agreed  through  March  11,  2005.  such  other  materia)  terms  as 
are  set  forth  in  a  stipulation  substantially  in  the  form  of  the  Stipulation  for  Entry  of  Judgment  in 
Condemnation  and  attachments  thereto,  contained  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No. 

070297      and  on  such  otner  terms  as  shall  be  negotiated  and  approved  by  the  City 
Attorney's  Office. 

Section  2.  The  plaintiff  filed  its  eminent  domain  action  entitled  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
Transit  District  v.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  et  al.  in  Alameda  County  Superior  Court 
on  July  7,  2003. 

Section  3:  The  action  was  brought  by  BART  seeking  fee  ownership  of  certain  property 
located  in  the  County  of  Alameda,  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ( "CCSF 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  and 
occupied,  in  part,  by  SFPUC  above-ground  water  transmission  lines  (the  "Property"). 
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Section  4:  SFPUC  and  BART  initially  reached  a  settlement  during  the  course  of  a 
judicially  supervised  settlement  conference  by  which  BART  agreed  to  make  payment  in  the 
amount  of  $2,750,000,  plus  interest  according  to  law,  to  CCSF  for  acquisition  of  the  Property 
for  use  in  connection  with  a  BART  Project,  subject  to  a  reserved  permanent  easement  in  favor 
of  CCSF.  The  initial  settlement  was  then  submitted  to  the  SFPUC  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  ("Board")  for  approval.  The  Board  authorized  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to 
negotiate  the  settlement  on  the  financial  terms  set  forth  above  by  its  Ordinance  No.  220-05. 

Section  5:  Following  the  Board's  adoption  of  a  settlement  ordinance,  the  parties 
discovered  that  a  material  disagreement  existed  as  to  the  scope  of  the  property  rights  to  be 
acquired  by  BART  and  reserved  by  CCSF  under  the  settlement.  BART  subsequently  filed  a 
motion  with  the  Alameda  County  Superior  Court  to  enforce  the  settlement  on  terms  that 
SFPUC  and  the  City  Attorney's  Office  believed  would  not  protect  the  integrity  of  present  or 
potential  future  SFPUC  water  delivery  facilities  on  the  Property,  and  the  Superior  Court 
granted  that  motion.  The  parties  then  subsequently  agreed  to  negotiate  a  revised  settlement. 

Section  6:  By  the  terms  of  the  revised  settlement,  BART  will  take  fee  ownership  of 
portions  of  the  Property7  for  a  payment  in  the  principal  amount  of  $2,367,570.00,  plus 
negotiated  interest,  and  CCSF  will  receive  an  easement  that  provides  it  with  sufficient 
property  rights  to  maintain  its  existing  facilities,  and  relocate  its  existing  facilities  underground, 
as  well  as  locate  potential  future  facilities,  at  an  alternate  location  on  the  Property.  The  terms 
of  the  easement  in  favor  of  CCSF  will  be  in  substantially  the  form  reflected  in  Exhibit  A, 
contained  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.     070297       Before  BART  takes  fee 
ownership  of  the  Property  and  the  easement  is  recorded.  CCSF  will  require  thatTthe  City  of 
Fremont,  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  Alameda  County  Water  District,  and  the  Alameda 
County  Flood  Control  District,  each  of  which  currently  operates  or  will  operate  facilities  over 
the  Property,  will  consent  to  the  easement  pursuant  to  certain  consent  and  estoppel

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  by  adding  Chapter  17, 

sections  1701  through  1709,  to:  (1)  require  the  use  of  compostable  plastic,  recyclable 

paper  and/or  reusable  checkout  bags  by  grocefy  stores  located  in  the  City  and  County 

of  San  Francisco,  and  (2)  provide  penalties  for  violations.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  duty  to  protect  the  natural 
environment,  the  economy,  and  the  health  of  its  citizens. 

(b)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  adopted  citywide  goals  of  75% 
landfill  diversion  by  2010  and  zero  waste  by  2020. 

(c)  The  expansive  usage  of  plastic  shopping  bags  and  their  typical  disposal  creates 
an  impediment  to  San  Francisco's  landfill  diversion  goals. 

(d)  Plastic  shopping  bags  are  difficult  to  recycle  and  currently  contaminate  material 
that  is  processed  through  San  Francisco's  recycling  and  composting  programs. 

(e)  Plastic  shopping  bags  create  significant  litter  problems  in  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods,  highlighted  by  local  residents  in  a  series  of  public  meetings  held  by  the 
Department  of  the  Environment,  and  also  litter  community  beaches,  sewer  systems  and  the 
San  Francisco  Bay. 

(f)  Plastic  grocery  shoppincj_baqs  have  significant  environmental  impacts  each 
year,  including  the  felling  of  over  14  million  trees,  and  use  of  over  1 2  million  barrels  of  oil  for 
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bags  in  the  U.S.,  as  well  as  the  death  of  over  100,000  marine  animals  from  plastic 
entanglement. 

(g)     Governments  in  several  countries  have  banned  or  taken  action  to  discourage 
the  use  of  plastic  bags,  including  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  which  has  achieved  a  90%  decrease 
in  shopping  bag  usage. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Environmental  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Chapter  17,  Section  1701  through  1709,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  1701.  SHORT  TITLE.

target  of  achieving  no  products  derived  from  petroleum  by  2010  is  certified  and  labeled  as 
meeting  the  ASTM-Standard  by  a  recognized  verification  entity  such  as  the  Biodegradable 
Product  Institute:  (3)  contains  no  products  derived  from  aonoticallv  modifiod  organisms,  and  ) 
conforms  to  requirements  to  ensure  that  the  renewable  based  product  content  is  maximized

(c)  "Checkout  bag  "  means  a  carrvout  bag  that  is  provided  by  a  qfooefy  store  to  a  customer 
at  the  point  of  sale. 

(d)  "Department"  means  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

(e)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment.

SEC.  1004.  DESIGNATION  OF  LANDMARKS  AND  HISTORIC  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  the  procedures  set  forth  hereinafter: 

(1 )  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  by  ordinance,  designate  an  individual  structure 
or  other  feature  or  an  integrated  group  of  structures  and  features  on  a  single  lot  or  site,  having 
a  special  character  or  special  historical,  architectural  or  aesthetic  interest  or  value,  as  a 
landmark,  and  shall  designate  a  landmark  site  for  each  landmark;  and 

(2)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  by  ordinance,  designate  an  area  containing  a 
number  of  structures  having  a  special  character  or  special  historical,  architectural  or  aesthetic 
interest  or  value,  and  constituting  a  distinct  section  of  the  City,  as  a  historic  district. 

(b)  Each  such  designating  ordinance  shall  include,  or  shall  incorporate  by  reference 
to  the  pertinent  resolution  of  the  Planning  Commission  then  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  as  though  fully  set  forth  in  such  designating  ordinance,  the  location  and 
boundaries  of  the  landmark  site  or  historic  district,  a  description  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
landmark  or  historic  district  which  that  justify  its  designation,  and  a  description  of  the  particular 
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features  that  should  be  preserved.  Any  such  designation  shall  be  in  furtherance  of  and  in 
conformance  with  the  purposes  of  this  Article  10  and  the  standards  set  forth  herein. 

(c)  The  property  included  in  any  such  designation  shall  upon  designation  be  subject 
to  the  controls  and  standards  set  forth  in  this  Article  10.  In  addition,  the  said  property  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  further  controls  and  standards  if  imposed  by  the  designating 
ordinance: 

(1)  For  a  publiclyzowned  landmark,  review  of  proposed  changes  into  major

(2)  For  a  privately- owned  landmark,  review  of  proposed  changes  requiring  a  permit  to 
maiOf  significant  interior  architectural  features  in  those  areas  of  the  landmark  that  are  generally  jQT 
historically  have  Jp>een_accessible  to  members  of  (he  public.  The  designating  ordinance  must  ch  a 
describe  each  S\Qr\^\C3X]{Jnterior  architectural  feature  subject  to  this  restriction. 

{2}(3f  For  a  historic  district,  such  further  controls  and  standards  as  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  deems  necessary  or  desirable,  including  but  not  limited  to  facade,  setback  and 
height  controls. 

@)(4±  For  a  City-owned  park,  square,  plaza  or  garden  on  a  landmark  site,  review  of 
alterations  as  identified  in  the  designating  ordinance. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  amend  or  rescind  a  designation  at  any  time, 
subject  to  all  of  the  procedures  set  forth  in  this  Article  10  for  an  original  designation;  provided, 
however,  that  in  the  event  that  a  landmark  is  accidentally  destroyed  or  is  demolished  or 
removed  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1007,  or  is  legally  demolished  or 
relocated  after  compliance  has  been  had  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1006.2,  the  Drector  of 
Planning  may  request  the  Planning  Commission  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supen/isors 
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that  the  designation  be  amended  or  rescinded,  and  in  such  case  the  procedures  for  an 
original  designation  set  forth  in  Sections  1 004. 1 ,  1 004.2  and  1 004.3  hereof  shall  not  apply.

SEC.  1005.  CONFORMITY  AND  PERMITS. 

(a)  No  person  shall  carry  out  or  cause  to  be  carried  out  on  a  designated  landmark 
site  or  in  a  designated  historic  district  any  construction,  alteration,  removal  or  demolition  of  a 
structure  or  any  work  involving  a  sign,  awning,  marquee,  canopy,  mural  or  other  appendage, 
for  which  a  City  permit  is  required,  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  10. 
In  addition,  no  such  work  shall  take  place  unless  all  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations 
have  been  complied  with,  and  any  required  permit  has  been  issued  for  said  work. 

(b) 

(1 )  Installation  of  a  new  general  advertising  sign  is  prohibited  in  any  Historic  District 
or  on  any  historic  property  regulated  by  this  Article  10. 

(2)  The  Central  Permit  Bureau  shall  not  issue,  and  no  other  City  department  or 
agency  shall  issue,  any  permit  for  construction,  alteration,  removal  or  demolition  of  a  structure 
or  any  permit  for  work  involving  a  sign,  awning,  marquee,  canopy,  mural  or  other  appendage 
on  a  landmark  site  or  in  an  Historic  District,  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Article  10.  In  addition,  no  such  permit  shall  be  issued  unless  all  other  applicable  laws  and 
regulations  have  been  complied  with. 

(c) 

(1 )     Where  so  provided  in  the  designating  ordinance  for  a  historic  district,  any  or  all 
exterior  changes  visible  from  a  public  street  or  other  public  place  shall  require  approval  in 
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accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  10,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  a  City  permit  is 
required  for  such  exterior  changes.  Such  exterior  changes  may  include,  but  shall  not  be 
limited  to,  painting  and  repainting;  landscaping;  fencing;  and  installation  of  lighting  fixtures  and 
other  building  appendages. 

(2)  The  addition  of  a  mural  to  any  landmark  or  contributory  structure  in  a  historic 
district  shall  require  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  10,  regardless  of  whether  or 
not  a  City  permit  is  required  for  the  mural. 

(3)  Alterations  to  City-owned  parks,  squares,  plazas  or  gardens  on  a  landmark  site, 
where  the  designating  ordinance  identifies  such  alterations,  shall  require  approval  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  1 0,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  a  City  permit  is 
required. 

(d)  The  Department  shall  maintain  with  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  a  current  record 
of  designated  landmarks  and  historic  districts.  Upon  receipt  of  any  application  for  a  permit  tc 
carry  out  any  construction,  alteration,  removal  or  demolition  of  a  structure  or  any  work 
involving  a  sign,  awning,  marquee,  canopy,  mural  or  other  appendage,  on  a  landmark  site  or 
in  a  historic  district,  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  shall,  unless  the  structure  or  feature  concerned 
has  been  declared  unsafe  or  dangerous  pursuant  to  Section  1007  of  this  Article  10.  promptly 
forward  such  permit  application  to  the  Department. 

(e)  After  receiving  a  permit  application  from  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  in 
accordance  with  the  preceding  subsection,  the  Department  shall  ascertain  whether  Section 
1006  requires  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  for  the  work  proposed  in  such  permit 
application.  If  such  Certificate  is  required  and  has  been  issued,  and  if  the  permit  application 
conforms  to  such  Certificate,  the  permit  application  shall  be  processed  without  further 
reference  to  this  Article  10.  If  such  Certificate  is  required  and  has  not  been  issued,  or  if  in  the 
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sole  judgment  of  the  Department  the  permit  application  does  not  so  conform,  the  permit 
application  shall  be  disapproved  or  held  by  the  Department  until  such  time  as  conformity  does 
exist;  the  decision  and  action  of  the  Department  shall  be  final.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
in  the  following  cases  the  Department  shall  process  the  permit  application  without  further 
reference  to  this  Article  10: 

(1)  When  the  application  is  for  a  permit  to  construct  on  a  landmark  site  where  the 
landmark  has  been  lawfully  demolished  and  the  site  is  not  within  a  designated  historic  district; 

(2)  When  the  application  is  for  a  permit  to  make  interior  alterations  only  on  a 
privately^owned  structure  or  on  a  publiclyzowned  structure,  unless  the  designating  ordinance 
requires  review  of  such  alterations  to  the  privately-  or  publicly-owned  structure  pursuant  to 
Section  1004(c)  hereof; 

(3)  When  the  application  is  for  a  permit  to  do  ordinary  maintenance  and  repairs 
only.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Article  10,  "ordinary  maintenance  and  repairs"  shall  mean  any 
work,  the  sole  purpose  and  effect  of  which  is  to  correct  deterioration,  decay  or  damage, 
including  repair  of  damage  caused  by  fire  or  other  disaster; 

(4)  When  the  application  is  for  a  permit  to  comply  with  the  UMB  Seismic  Retrofit 
Ordinances  and  the  Zoning  Administrator  determines  that  the  proposed  work  complies  with 
the  UMB  Retrofit  Architectural  Design  Guidelines,  which  guidelines  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Commission. 

(f)      For  purposes  of  this  Article  1 0,  demolition  shall  be  defined  as  any  one  of  the 
following: 

(1 )      Removal  of  more  than  25  percent  of  the  surface  of  all  external  walls  facing  a 
public  street(s);  or 
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(2)  Removal  of  more  than  50  percent  of  all  external  walls  from  their  function  as  all 
external  walls;  or 

(3)  Removal  of  more  than  25  percent  of  external  walls  from  function  as  either 
external  or  internal  walls;  or 

(4)  Removal  of  more  than  75  percent  of  the  building's  existing  internal  structural 
framework  or  floor  plates  unless  the  City  determines  that  such  removal  is  the  only  feasible 
means  to  meet  the  standards  for  seismic  load  and  forces  of  the  latest  adopted  version  of  the 
San  Francisco  Building  Code  and  the  State  Historical  Building  Code. 

(g)      The  following  procedures  shall  govern  review  of  the  addition  of  murals  to  any 
landmark  or  contributory  structure  in  a  historic  district: 

(1)  Where  the  mural  is  proposed  to  be  added  to  a  landmark  or  contributory  structure 
in  a  historic  district,  located  on  property  owned  by  the  City,  no  Certificate  of  Appropriateness 
shall  be  required.  On  such  structures,  the  Art  Commission  shall  not  approve  the  mural  until 
the  Advisory  Board  has  provided  advice  to  the  Art  Commission  on  the  impact  of  the  mural  on 
the  historical  structure.  The  Advisory  Board  shall  provide  advice  to  the  Art  Commission  within 
50  days  of  receipt  of  a  written  request  for  advice  and  information  regarding  the  placement, 
size  and  location  of  the  proposed  mural; 

(2)  Where  the  mural  is  proposed  to  be  added  to  a  landmark  or  contributory  structure 
in  a  historic  district,  located  on  property  which  that  is  not  owned  by  the  City,  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness  shall  be  required.  The  Advisory  Board  shall  not  act  on  the  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness  until  the  Art  Commission  has  provided  advice  to  the  Advisory  Board  on  the 
mural.  The  Art  Commission  shall  provide  advice  to  the  Advisory  Board  within  50  days  of 
receipt  of  a  written  request  for  advice  and  information  regarding  the  proposed  mural. 
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Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
1006.7,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  1006.7.  STANDARDS  FOR  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS. 

The  Planning  Commission,  the  Department,  and  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  guided  by 
the  standards  in  this  Section  in  their  review  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Appropriateness 
for  proposed  work  on  a  landmark  site  or  in  a  historic  district.  In  appraising  the  effects  and 
relationships  mentioned  herein,  the  Planning  Commission,  the  Department  and  the  Advisory 
Board  shall  in  all  cases  consider  the  factors  of  architectural  style,  design,  arrangement, 
texture,  materials,  color,  and  any  other  pertinent  factors. 

(a)  The  proposed  work  shall  be  appropriate  for  and  consistent  with  the  effectuation 
of  the  purposes  of  this  Article  10. 

(b)  For  applications  pertaining  to  landmark  sites,  the  proposed  work  shall  preserve, 
enhance  or  restore,  and  shall  not  damage  or  destroy,  the  exterior  architectural  features  of  the 
landmark  and,  where  specified  in  the  designating  ordinance  for  a  publicly  owned  landmark 
pursuant  to  Section  1004(c),  its  major  interior  architectural  features.  The  proposed  work  shall 
not  adversely  affect  the  special  character  or  special  historical,  architectural  or  aesthetic 
interest  or  value  of  the  landmark  and  its  site,  as  viewed  both  in  themselves  and  in  their 
setting,  nor  of  the  historic  district  in  applicable  cases. 

(c)  For  applications  pertaining  to  property  in  historic  districts,  other  than  on  a 
designated  landmark  site,  any  new  construction,  addition  or  exterior  change  shall  be 
compatible  with  the  character  of  the  historic  district  as  described  in  the  designating  ordinance; 
and,  in  any  exterior  change,  reasonable  efforts  shall  be  made  to  preserve,  enhance  or  restore, 
and  not  to  damage  or  destroy,  the  exterior  architectural  features  of  the  subject  property  which 
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are  compatible  with  the  character  of  the  historic  district.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  for 
any  exterior  change  where  the  subject  property  is  not  already  compatible  with  the  character  of 
he  historic  district,  reasonable  efforts  shall  be  made  to  produce  compatibility,  and  in  no  event 
>hall  there  be  a  greater  deviation  from  compatibility.  Where  the  required  compatibility  exists, 
;he  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  shall  be  approved. 

(d)  For  applications  pertaining  to  all  property  in  historic  districts,  the  proposed  work 
shall  also  conform  to  such  further  standards  as  may  be  embodied  in  the  ordinance 
designating  the  historic  district. 

(e)  For  applications  pertaining  to  the  addition  of  murals  on  a  landmark  or 
contributory  structure  in  a  historic  district,  the  Advisory  Board  and  the  Planning  Commission 
shall  consider  only  the  placement,  size  and  location  of  the  mural,  to  determine  whether  the 
mural  covers  or  obscures  significant  architectural  features  of  the  landmark  or  contributory 
structure.  For  purposes  of  review  under  this  Article  1 0,  the  City  shall  not  consider  the  content 
or  artistic  merit  of  the  mural.

Ordinance  approving  the  issuance  of  a  major  encroachment  permit  and  encroachment 
maintenance  agreement  to  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza  to  permit  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  certain  improvements  on  Jessie  and  Mint  Streets  and  a  portion-of 


certain  specified  uses  and  occupancy  in  said  area,  including  cafe  tables  and  chairs  and 
moveable  public  seating;  waiving  public  right-of-way  occupancy  assessment  fees  for 
said  permit;  conditionally  accepting  an  offer  from  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza  for  said 
improvements;  conditionally  dedicating  said  improvements  for  public  use  and 
designating  portions  of  Jessie  and  Mint  Streets  as  a  public  plaza;  making 
environmental  findings  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1;  accepting  offers  of  quitclaim  deeds  for  abutters'  rights  of  vehicular 
access  to  Jessie  Street;  and  authorizing  official  acts  in  furtherance  thereof. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings. 

(a)  On  May  16,  2006,  and  June  20,  2006,  the  Urban  Preservation  Foundation,  doing 
business  as  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza,  a  California  nonprofit  corporation,  ("FMP"),  in  coordination 
with  the  Planning  Department,  the  Mayor's  Livable  City  Initiative  and  Supervisor  Daly's  office 
hosted  a  series  of  publicly-noticed  community  workshops  to  share  information  about  the 
potential  to  transform  portions  of  Jessie  and  Mint  Streets  into  a  new  pedestrian  plaza  and  to 
collect  specific  feedback  on  design  ideas  and  programming.  Approximately  70  community 
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stakeholders  attended  each  community  workshop.  Feedback  from  these  two  workshops 
informed  the  development  of  a  schematic  design  proposal  and  street  improvement  permit  to 
create  a  new  pedestrian  plaza  on  a  portion  of  Jessie  and  Mint  Streets. 

(b)  On  July  14,  2006,  FMP  submitted  a  street  improvement  permit  application  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  to  close  a  portion  of  the  Jessie  and  Mint  Street  public 
right-of-ways  to  automobile  traffic  and  install  certain  improvements  thereon  and  on  a  portion  of 
the  Stovonson  and  Mint  Street  public  right-of-ways  not  closed  to  automobile  traffic 
(collectively,  the  "Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements"). 

(c)  On  July  17,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Civic  Design  Review 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  CommissionT  recommended  that  the  full  Arts 
Commission  grant  Phase  1  Schematic  Design  approval  for  the  Mint  Plaza  Public 

I m p rovements._as  set  forth  in  the  street  improvement  permit  application. 

(d)  On  July  19,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  San  Francisco 
Landmarks  Preservation  Advisory  Board  (LPAB),  reviewed  and  commented  on  the  proposed 
Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(e)  On  September  1 1 ,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Arts  Commission 
approved  Resolution  No.  0911-06-164,  granting  Phase  1  Schematic  Design  approval  for  the 
Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  as  set  forth  in  the  street  improvement  perrnitcontingent  upon 
further  study  of  the  entry  grove  along  Fifth  Street.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the 

Clork  of  tho  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    available  on  the  Arts 

Commission  website  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(f)  On  September  14,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Planning 
Commission  approved  Resolution  No.  17308  finding  that  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements 
set  forth  in  the  street  improvement  permit  application  .were,  on  balance,  in  conformity  with  the 
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General  Plan,  based  on  its  consistency  with  the  policies  and  objectives  of  the  Transportation, 
Urban  Design  and  Downtown  Elements  of  the  General  Plan.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070262  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 

(g)  On  September  28,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  ISCOTT  approved  the 
street  improvement  permit  for  tho  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  as  set  froth  in  the  street 
improvement  permit  application. 

(h)  On  October  3,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  this  Board  approved 
Resolution  No.  579-06  recommending  approval  of  the  formation  of  a  Community  Facilities 
District  ("CFD")  and  the  issuance  of  special  tax  bonds  to  construct  the  Mint  Plaza  Public 
Improvements  by  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments-Finance  Authority  For  Nonprofit 
Corporations  (ABAG-FANC)  related  to  construct  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  as  set 
forth  in  the  street  improvement  permit  application;  making  findings;  approving  a  related  joint 
community  facilities  agreement;  and  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  actions 
necessary  to  implement  said  Resolution.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061309_and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(i)  On  November  3,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  approved  all  traffic  and  transit  changes  related  to  the  street  improvement 
permit  applicationjbr  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(j)  On  December  5,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Authority  approved  all  traffic  and  transit  changes  related  to  the 
street  improvement  permit  application  for  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(k)  On  December  20,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  ABAG-FANC  approved  Resolutions  06-41.  06-42.  06- 
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43,  and  06-44,  to  finalize  the  formation  of  Community  Facilities  District  No.  2006-2  (San 
Francisco  Mint  Plaza  Area).  The  CFD  will  facilitate  the  sale  and  delivery  of  a  single  series  of 
special  property  tax-secured  debt  by  the  Authority,  of  up  to  $3.5  million,  to  finance  the 
construction  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements^  set  forth  in  the  street  improvement 
permit  application. 

(I)  On  January  4,  2007,  a  map  of  Community  Facilities  District  No.  2006-2  (San 
Francisco  Mint  Plaza  Area)  and  a  Notice  of  Special  Tax  Lien  were  recorded  in  the  City's 
Recorder's  Office. 

(m)  The  Department  of  City  Planning,  by  letter  dated  January  18,  2007,  declared  that 
the  actions  contemplated  herein  are  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  and  with  the  priority 
policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070102  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Board 
adopts  as  its  own  the  findings  in  said  letter  concerning  consistency  with  the  City's  General 
Plan  and  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1 . 

(n)  On  February  1 ,  2007,  at  the  request  of  FMP,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
modified  the  street  improvement  permit  application  to  include  a  major  encroachment  permit 
application,  pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  to  construct  and  maintain  the  Mint 
Plaza  Public  Improvements  and  fallow  for  certain  specified  future  activities  and  uses  with 
the  en-Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  area. 

(o)  On  February  26,  2006,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Civic  Design  Review 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  recommended  that  the  full  Arts 
Commission  grant  Phase  2  Design  Development  approval  for  the  Mint  Plaza  Public 
Improvements,  incorporating  recent  changes  made  in  the  street  improvement  permit 
application. since  the  Committee's  July  17,  2006.  Phase  1  authorization. 
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(p)  On  March  7,  2007,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Director  of  DPW 
recommended  approval  of  the  proposed  major  encroachment  permit  application  to  construct 
and  maintain  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  consistent  with  the  sir  eel  improvement 
permit  application  as  set  forth  in  DPW  Order  No.1_76.785,  approved  March  Z,  2007.  In 
addition,  this  major  encroachment  permit  includes  authorization  to  conduct  authorizes  certain 
specified  uses  and  occupancy  occupanciesjn  the  public  right-of-way,  including  lostallatiofvof 
permission  to  provide  moveable,cafe  tables  and  chairs  in  up  to  jive  areas_within  the  future 
Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  area,  which  shall  be  subject  to  subsequent  authorization 
from  the  DPW  Director  but  included  as  part  of  this  encroachment  permit.  The  permit  a!so  is 
accompanied  by  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  regarding  majntejTance_of_tbfi-Mint  Plaza 
Public  Improvements  Maintenance  Agreement  (the  "Maintenance  Agreement").  In  DPW 
Order  No.  176.785,  the  Director  further  recommended  that,  contingent  on  completion  of  the 
Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  and  the  City's  Engineer's  issuance  of  a  notice  of  completion 
that  said  improvements  have  been  properly  constructed  according  to  the  approved  street 
improvement  permit  plans  on  file  with  DPW  and  that  such  improvements  are  ready  for  their 
intended  use,  this  Board  conditionally  accept  the  offer  from  FMP  for  the  Mint  Plaza  Public 
Improvements,  dedicate  said  improvements  for  public  use,  and  designate  Jessie  Street 
between  5th  Street  and  its  terminus  at  Mint  Street  as  a  pedestrian  plaza.  Copies  of  the  DPW 
Order,  the  major  encroachment  permit  application,  the  street  improvement,  permit  .application, 
and  associated  design  plans,  and  the  Maintenance  Agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070262  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(q)  FMP  has  made  an  offer  of  dedication  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  to  the 
City  (the  "Offer  of  Dedication").  Said  Offer  also  includes  a  commitment  from  FMP  to  maintain 
the  Mint  P'aza  Public  Improvements  A§rea  conditioned  on  issuance  of  the  abovementioned 
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major  encroachment  permit  and  Maintenance  Agreement  to  FMP.  A  copy  of  the  Offer  of 
Dedication  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070262  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  Environmental  Findings.  In  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  547-06, 
this  Board  adopted  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  "CEQA")  for  the  Old  Mint  project  and  related 
actions.  Said  findings  and  associated  materials  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  061225  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  reaffirms  the  abovementioned  findings  it  made  in  accordance  with  CEQA  for 
purposes  of  the  actions  contemplated  herein. 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Major  Encroachment  Permit  and  Waiver  of  Fees. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786  and  notwithstanding  Public  Works 
Code  Sections  176  et  seq.  (cafe  tables  and  chairs),  800  et  seq.  (planting  of  trees  and  right-of- 
way  landscaping),  Section  724  et  seq.  (temporary  occupancy  of  streets),  Section  723.1 
(sidewalk  barriers),  and  any  other  Public  Works  Code  sections  applicable  to  use  and 
occupancy  of  streets  or  sidewalks  that  are  contained  within  the  scope  of  the  major 
encroachment  permit's  termsperrnjt  application  and  consistent  with  the  street  improvement 
permit  plans,  the  Board  hereby  grants  revocable  permission  to  FMP  to  occupy  a  portion  of 
the  public  right-of-way  to  construct  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  consistent  with  the 
major  encroachment  permit.  Maintenance  Agreement,  and  street  improvement  permit  and 
plans,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  herein  and  those  contained  in  the  permit  or  its 
Maintenance  Agreement.  Said  major  encroachmenlpermit  also  shall  specifically  allow  for 
future  maintenance  services  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  Agrea  as  set  forth  in  the 
Maintenance  Agreement,  moveable  outdoor  cafe  tables  and  chairs  of  irrup  to  five 
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approximately  1,000  square  foot  areas  within  the  Mint  pla/a  Public  improvement  area  for  the 
benefit  of  up  to  five  future  restaurants  adjacent  to  the-Mmt-Plaza  Improvomonts-Afeathis 
moveable  public  seating  throughout  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  Area  for  the  use  of 
the  general  public  along  with  maintenance  and  storage  of  such  public  seating  by  FMP.  art. 
music  and  food-related  events  and  performances  open  to  t he_ p u b 1 1 c ,_f a r m e r s ' 
the  temporary  closure  of  portions  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improv emen ts  area  for  p r i v a t e 
events.  Tho  permit  also  authorizes  othor  specific  uses  and  occupancies  of  the  pubUc-right  of 
way  as  specifically  described  in  tho  permit.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  DPW  Director  to 
approve,  subject  to  any  conditions  that  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  such  uses  and 
physical  improvements  that  are  specifically  described  in  the  m  a  jo  r_en.  c  ro  achmeplpermit 
application  and  consistent  with  the  street  improvement  permit  and  plans.  The  Director  shall 
incorporate  such  uses  and  conditions  into  the  major  encroa_chme_nt_permit  to  establish  a 
record  of  such  actions.  Any  proposed  use  or  occupancy  of  the  public  right-of-way  outside  the 
scope  of  those  specifically  described  in  the  maior  encroachment  permit  approved  herein  shall 
be  subject  to  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  Public  Works  Code  and  local  law. 

(b)  In  addition  to  the  other  conditions  set  forth  herein,  the  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee's 
sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a  result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following 
arrangements: 

(1 )  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  and  other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies; 

(2)  To  provide  future  access  from  the  MinLPIaz.a_Public  Improvement  area  to 
such  facilities  to  allow  said  entities  to  construct,  reconstruct,  maintain,  operate,  or  repair  such 
facilities  at  said  entities'  sole  expense;  and, 
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(3)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  if  installation  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public 
Improvements  encroachment  requires  said  removal  or  relocation  and  to  make  all  necessary 
arrangements  with  the  owners  of  such  facilities,  including  payment  for  all  their  costs,  should 
said  removal  or  relocation  be  required  solely  for  the  installation  of  said  encroachmontthe  Mint 
Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(c)  The  Permit  also  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and/or  Bureau  of  Street-Use  and  Mapping, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  pay  all  permit  and  inspection  fees  before  starting  work  on 
the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(2)  No  structures  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  said  street  right-of-way 
except  as  specifically  permitted  herein. 

(3)  The  Permittee  shall  become  a  member  of,  participate  in  and  share  in  the 
costs  associated  with  Underground  Service  Alert  (U.S.A.)  Northern  California  Region. 

(4)  The  As  set  forth  in  the  Maintenance  Agreement.  Permittee  shall  assume  all 
costs  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  oncroachmonts  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements 
and  no  cost  or  obligation  related  to  the  encroachments  shall  accrue  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  or  any  other  City  entity  by  reason  of  this  permission  granted  as  further  set  out  in 
tho  Maintenance  Agreement. 

(5)  As  set  forthjn_the  Maintenance  Agreement.  Permittee's  maintenance  and 
repair  obligations  for  the  Min  Plaza  Public  lmprovements_shall  be  coterminous  with  this  major 
encroachment  permit.  The  conditions  of  the  major  encroachment  permit  shall  bind  the  future 
assignees  and  transferees  of  such  permit. 
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(d)  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  the  Board  finds  that  a  benefit  will 
accrue  to  the  public  from  this  major  encroachment  permit,  and  therefore  the  Board  hereby 
waives  the  public  right-of-way  occupancy  assessment  fee  as  set  forth  in  Public  Works  Code 
Section  786.7.

Section  34-  Conditional  acceptance  of  FMP's  Offer  of  Dedication;  and  Dedication  for 
Public  Use. 

(a)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  recommendations  contained  in 
DPW  Order  No.  176.785  regarding  FMP's  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements. 

(b)  Contingent  on  completion  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  as  set  forth 
above,  the  Board  conditionally  accepts  FMP's  Offer  of  Improvements. 
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(c)  Contingent  on  completion  of  the  Mint  Plaza  Public  Improvements  as  set  forth 
above,  the  Board  conditionally  dedicates  said  improvements  for  public  use  and  designates 
Jessie  Street  between  5th  Street  and  its  terminus  at  Mint  Street  as  a  pedestrian  plaza. 

Section  4§.  Acceptance  for  Quitclaim  Deeds  for  Vehicular  Access  from  Jessie  Street. 

(a)  With  one  exception,  all  All  of  the  property  owners  adjacent  to  the  portion  of  Jessie 
and  Mint  Streets  that  will  be  permanently  closed  to  Vehicular  traffic  support  the  closure  of  this 
stroot  to  vehicular  traffic  and,  in  furtherance  thereof,  have  offered  to  the  City  quitclaim  deeds 
of  abutters'  rights  for  vehicular  access  to  Jessie  Street.  The  owner  of  property  located  at  424 
Jessie  Street  and  the  City  are  continuing  to  resolve  have  agreed  to  allow  limited  vehicular 
access  issues  to  that  site  across  the  Plaza  to  said  property  for  up  to  three  vehicles  between 
the  hours  of  8  PM  and  10  AM  only,  with  certain  exceptions  for  emergency  and  disabled 
access.  The  quitclaim  deeds  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
070262  and  are  attached  hereto  by  reference. 

(b)  The  Board,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  accepts  the  offer 
from  the  adjacent  property  owners  of  the  quitclaim  deeds  of  abutters'  rights  of  vehicular 
access  to  portions  of  Jesse  Street  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  those  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

(a)  Phthalates  are  a  family  of  chemicals  that  are  used  as  an  additive  in  q  number  of  consumer 
iroducts  and  are  used  to  make  plastics  flexible  for  use  in  children 's  tors,  show  er  curtains,  medtcal 
supplies,  and  building  materials. 

(b)  Phthalate  additives  are  not  bound  tightly  within  the  plastic  and  may  leach  out  of  the 
product.  Leaching  may  occur  especially  as  a  result  of  mechanical  stress  such  as  die*  in?  or  bending, 
2nd  upon  exposure  to  fats,  saliva  and  warm  temperatures. 
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(c)  Phthalates  have  been  shown  to  cause  reproductive  harm  including  genital  defects,  sperm 
lamage,  reduced  testosterone  production,  and  premature  deliveries. 

(d)  Government  agencies  and  scientific  bodies  in  the  European  Union  (EU)  have  recognized 
he  potential  harm  of  six  specific  types  of  phthalates:  DEHP,  DBP,  BBP,  DJNP,  DIDP.  and  DNOP 
'specially  to  infants  and  young  children;  and  as  a  result,  these  chemicals  are  banned  from  use  in 
children 's  products  in  the  EU. 

(e)  The  United  States  Consumer  Product  Safety  Commission  has  established  a  voluntary 
irogram  to  eliminate  one  type  of  phthalate,  DEHP,  from  children 's  toys. 

(f)  Studies  and  testing  indicate  that  regardless  of  this  voluntary  phase-out,  toys  sold  in  the 
United  States  still  contain  DEHP,  especially  toys  made  from  PVC  plastic. 

(g)  Consumers  are  not  able  to  make  informed  purchasing  decisions  regarding  children 's 
products  because  there  is  no  requirement  to  list  phthalates  content  on  product  labels. 
Bisphenol-A 

(h)  Bisphenol-A  (BP A)  is  a  building  block  of  polycarbonate  plastic  used  in  such  products  as 
clear  plastic  baby  bottles  and  water  bottles,  and  in  other  materials  such  as  the  epoxy  resin  coatings 
that  line  food  containers. 

(i)  BP  A  has  been  shown  to  leach  out  of  the  polycarbonate  plastic  upon  exposure  to  heat  and 
mechanical  scrubbing  and  has  been  detected  in  the  liquid  contained  in  plastic  bottles  that  have  been 
exposed  to  heat. 

(i)  BPA  mimics  the  hormone  estrogen  and  is  therefore  considered  to  be  an  endocrine 
disruotor.  The  hormone  systems  of  young  children  are  uniquely  susceptible  to  low  doses_of 
estrogenic  substances.  Scientific  studies  have  shown  that  BPA  at  very  low  doses  can  affect  brain 
chemistry  and  structure,  behavior,  the  immune  system,  enzyme  activity,  the  male  reproductive  system, 
and  the  female  reproductive  system  in  a  variety  of  animals,  including  snails,  fish,  frogs,  and  mammals.

for  Carcinogenic  Potential,"  or  known  to  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  as  listed  in  the 
California  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  (Chapter  4  (commencing  with  Section  1 16270)  of  Part  12 
of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code). 

(c)  Manufacturers  should  sna4l  not  replace  bisphcnol  A  and  phthalates  pursuant  to  this 
Chapter  with  reproductive  toxicants  that  cause  birth  defects,  reproductive  harm,  or

(b)  Within  18  months  of  the  adoption  of  the  ordinance  creating  this  Chapter,  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  shall  develop  an 
implementation  plan  that  includes  publicizing  the  list  of proscribed  products  and  notifying  merchants 
and  other  parties  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Chapter. 

(c)  Six  months  after  a  product  has  been  placed  on  the  Department  of  Public  Health's  list  of 
proscribed  products  under  subsection  (a),  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  distribution  in  commerce  within  the 
City  of  such  product  may  be  punished  by  administrative  penalties  in  the  amount  of  SI  00  for  the  first 
violation,  $250  for  the  second  violation  within  a  twelve-month  period,  and  $500  for  the  third  and 
subsequent  violations  within  a  twelve-month  period.

(s)  The  Department  of  Public  Health,  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
shaJLfflay  issue  rules  and  regulations  necessary'  or  appropriate  for  the  implementation  and 
enforcement  of  this  Chapter.  The  regulations  shall  describe  the  roles  of  City  agencies  and  the 
responsibilities  of  retailers,  distributors,  and  manufacturers  of  toys,  child  care  products,  and 
child  feeding  products  doing  business  in  the  City.  The  Department  may,  shall  bv  regulation, 
reguire  retailers  and  distributors  of  toys,  child  care  products,  and  child  feeding  products  doing 
business  in  the  City  to  take  reasonable  steps  to  obtain  and  forward  to  the  Department 
information  from  manufacturers  regarding  the  phthalate  content  of  such  products. 

(h)  Violations  of  any  Departmental  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  this  Article  may  be 
punished  bv  administrative  penalties  in  the  amount  of  $100  for  the  first  violation.  $250  for  the 
second  violation  of  the  same  regulation  within  a  twelve-month  period,  and  $500  for  the  third 
and  subseguent  violations  of  the  same  regulation  within  a  twelve-month  period. 

SEC.  34. 7.  TOYS.  CHILD  CARE  PRODUCTS,  AND  CHILD  FEEDING  PRODUCTS  MADE 
WITH  BISPHENOL-A. 
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The  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  State  of  California  to  continue  its  investigations  into  the 
health  effects  of  Bisphenol-A  and  to  identify  safer  alternatives  to  its  use,  especially  in  toys,  child  care 
products,  and  child  feeding  products. 

If  by  January-  J,  2008,  the  State  of  California  has  not  banned  or  significantly  restricted  the  use 
of  Bisphenol-A  in  toys,  child  care  products,  and  child  feeding  products,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  in  consultation  with  the  DepartmenLof  the  Environment.j7>^make  recommenc'at  on$ 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  regujatincjj/ie  manufacture,  sale,  or  distribution  in  commerce  within 
the  City  of  such  products  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  conduct  hearings  on  tiX>Se 
recommendations. 


SEC  34.8.  DISCLAIMER. 


In  adopting  and  implementing  this  Chapter,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  assuming 
an  undertaking  only  to  promote  the  general  welfare.  It  is  not  assuming,  nor  is  it  imposing  on  its 


officers  and  employees,  an  obligation  for  breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in  money  damages  to  any  person 


who  claims  that  such  breach  proximately  caused  injury. 


SEC  34.9.  SEVERABILITY. 


If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  Person  or  circumstance 
is  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  those  provisions,  including  the  application  of  such  part  or  provisions 


to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  to  which  it  is  held  invalid,  shall  not  be  affected  thercb\

(a)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this

(b)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this  ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  General 
3lan  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  1 01 . 1  (b)  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 

banning  Commission  Resolution  No.      17379  ,  and  incorporates 

hose  reasons  herein  by  reference. 

(c)  The  Planning  Department  has  completed  environmental  review  of  this  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  the  CEQA  Guidelines. 
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Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.  Documentation  of  that  review  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      061688  . 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
123,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  123.  MAXIMUM  FLOOR  AREA  RATIO. 

(a)  The  limits  upon  the  floor  area  ratio  of  buildings,  as  defined  by  this  Code,  shall  be 
as  stated  in  this  Section  and  Sections  124  through  128.  The  maximum  floor  area  ratio  for  any 
building  or  development  shall  be  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  basic  floor  area  ratio  for  the  district, 
as  set  forth  in  Section  124,  plus  any  premiums  and  floor  area  transfers  which  are  applicable  to 
such  building  or  development  under  Sections  125,  127  and  128,  and  as  restricted  by  the 
provisions  of  Sections  123(c)  and  (d)  and  124(b)  and(j). 

(b)  No  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  be  permitted  to  exceed,  except  as 
stated  in  Sections  172  and  188  of  this  Code,  the  floor  area  ratio  limits  herein  set  forth  for  the 
district  in  which  it  is  located. 

(c)  The  amount  of  TDR  that  may  be  transferred  to  a  development  lot,  as  allowed  by 
Section  128,  is  limited  as  follows: 

(1 )  The  gross  floor  area  of  a  structure  on  a  lot  in  the  C-3-0  and  C-3-0  (SD) 
Districts  may  not  exceed  a  floor  area  ratio  of  18  to  1 ; 

(2)  The  gross  floor  area  of  a  structure  on  a  lot  in  the  C-3-R,  C-3-G  and  C-3-S 
Districts  may  not  exceed  a  floor  area  ratio  that  is  1  1/2  times  the  basic  floor  area  limit  for  the 
district  as  provided  in  Section  124.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  C-3-S  (SU)  District. 

(d)  The  gross  floor  area  of  a  structure  on  a  lot  on  which  is  or  has  been  located  a 
Significant  or  Contributory  Building  may  not  exceed  the  basic  floor  area  ratio  limits  stated  in 
Section  124  except  as  provided  in  Sections  128(c)(2)  and  124(f). 
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Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
124,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  124.  BASIC  FLOOR  AREA  RATIO. 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Subsections  (b),  (c)  and  (e)  of  this  Section,  the  basic  floor 
area  ratio  limits  specified  in  the  following  table  shall  apply  to  each  building  or  development  in 
the  districts  indicated.

(b)  In  R,  NC,  and  Mixed  Use  Districts,  the  above  floor  area  ratio  limits  shall  not  apply 
to  dwellings  or  to  other  residential  uses.  In  NC  Districts,  the  above  floor  area  ratio  limits  shall 
also  not  apply  to  nonaccessory  off-street  parking.

(c)  In  a  C-2  District  the  basic  floor  area  ratio  limit  shall  be  4.8  to  1  for  a  lot  which  is 
nearer  to  an  RM-4  or  RC-4  District  than  to  any  other  R  District,  and  1 0.0  to  1  for  a  lot  which  is 
nearer  to  a  C-3  District  than  to  any  R  District.  The  distance  to  the  nearest  R  District  or  C-3 
District  shall  be  measured  from  the  midpoint  of  the  front  line,  or  from  a  point  directly  across 
the  street  therefrom,  whichever  gives  the  greatest  ratio. 

(d)  In  the  Van  Ness  Special  Use  District,  as  described  in  Section  243  of  this  Code,  the 
basic  floor  area  ratio  limit  shall  be  7.0  to  1  where  the  height  limit  is  130  feet  and  4.5  to  1  where 
the  height  limit  is  80  feet. 

(e)  In  the  Waterfront  Special  Use  Districts,  as  described  in  Sections  240  through 
240.3  of  this  Code,  the  basic  floor  area  ratio  limit  in  any  C  District  shall  be  5.0  to  1 . 

(f)  For  buildings  in  C-3-G  and  C-3-S  Districts  other  than  those  designated  as 
Significant  or  Contributory  pursuant  to  Article  1 1  of  this  Code,  additional  square  footage  above 
that  permitted  by  the  base  floor  area  ratio  limits  set  forth  above  may  be  approved  for 
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construction  of  dwellings  on  the  site  of  the  building  affordable  for  20  years  to  households 
whose  incomes  are  within  150  percent  of  the  median  income  as  defined  herein,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditional  use  procedures  and  criteria  as  provided  in  Section  303  of  this  Code.  For 
buildings  in  the  C-3-G  District  designated  as  Significant  or  Conthhi  itorv  pursuant  to  Article  11  of  this 
Code,  additional  square  footage  above  that  permitted  by  the  base  floor  area  ratio  limits  set  forth  above

area  transferred  was  occupied  bv  a  non-profit  corporation  or  institution  meeting  the  requiremcr.  tsj 
exclusion  from  gross  floor  area  calculation  under  Planning  Code  Section  102.9(b)(  1 5);  (lij  the 
additional  square  footage  includes  only  the  amount  necessary  to  accommodate  dwelling  units  and/or 
group  housing  units  that  are  affordable  for  not  less  than  20§Q  years  to  households  wliose  incomes 
are  within  60  percent  of  the  median  income  as  defined  herein  together  with  any  social,  educational, 
and  health  service  space  accessory  to  such  dwelling  units;  and  (Hi)  the  proposed  ch ange  m  use  to 
dwelling  units  and  accessory  space  and  any  construction  associated  therewith,  if  it  requires  any 
alternation  to  the  exterior  or  other  character  defining  features  of  the  Significant  or  Contributory 
Building,  is  undertaken  pursuant  to  the  duly  approved  Permit  to  Alter,  pursuant  to  Section  1110; 
provided,  however,  that  the  procedures  otherwise  required  for  a  Major  Alteration  as  set  forth  m 
sections  1 1 1 J .2-1 1 J  1 .6  shall  be  deemed  applicable  to  any  such  Permit  to  Alter. 

(1 )  Any  dwelling  approved  for  construction  under  this  provision  shall  be 
deemed  a  "designated  unit"  as  defined  below.  Prior  to  the  issuance  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  ("Director  of  Building  Inspection")  of  a  site  or  building 
permit  to  construct  any  designated  unit  subject  to  this  Section,  the  permit  applicant  shall  notify 
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the  Director  of  Planning  and  the  Director  of  Property  in  writing  whether  the  unit  will  be  an 
owned  or  rental  unit  as  defined  in  Section  313(a)  of  this  Code. 

(2)  Within  60  days  after  the  issuance  by  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  of  a 
site  or  building  permit  for  construction  of  any  unit  intended  to  be  an  owned  unit,  the  Director  of 
Planning  shall  notify  the  City  Engineer  in  writing  identifying  the  intended  owned  unit,  and  the 
Director  of  Property  shall  appraise  the  fair  market  value  of  such  unit  as  of  the  date  of  the 
appraisal,  applying  accepted  valuation  methods,  and  deliver  a  written  appraisal  of  the  unit  to 
the  Director  of  Planning  and  the  permit  applicant.  The  permit  applicant  shall  supply  all 
information  to  the  Director  of  Property  necessary  to  appraise  the  unit,  including  all  plans  and 
specifications. 

(3)  Each  designated  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  31 3(i)  of 
this  Code.  For  purposes  of  this  Subsection  and  the  application  of  Section  313(i)  of  this  Code 
to  designated  units  constructed  pursuant  to  this  Subsection,  the  definitions  set  forth  in  Section 
313(a)  shall  apply,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  definitions,  which  shall  supersede  the 
definitions  of  the  terms  set  forth  in  Section  313(a): 

(A)  "Base  price"  shall  mean  3.25  times  the  median  income  for  a  family  of  four 
persons  for  the  County  of  San  Francisco  as  set  forth  in  California  Administrative  Code  Section 
6932  on  the  date  on  which  a  housing  unit  is  sold. 

(B)  "Base  rent"  shall  mean  .45  times  the  median  income  for  the  County  of  San 
Francisco  as  set  forth  in  California  Administrative  Code  Section  6932  for  a  family  of  a  size 
equivalent  to  the  number  of  persons  residing  in  a  household  renting  a  designated  unit. 

(C)  "Designated  unit"  shall  mean  a  housing  unit  identified  and  reported  to  the 
Director  by  the  sponsor  of  an  office  development  project  subject  to  this  Subsection  as  a  unit 
that  shall  be  affordable  to  households  of  low  or  moderate  income  for  20  years. 
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(D)  "Household  of  low  or  moderate  income"  shall  mean  a  household  composed 
of  one  or  more  persons  with  a  combined  annual  net  income  for  all  adult  members  which  does 
not  exceed  150  percent  of  the  qualifying  limit  for  a  median  income  family  of  a  size  equivalent 
to  the  number  of  persons  residing  in  such  household,  as  set  forth  for  the  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  California  Administrative  Code  Section  6932. 

(E)  "Sponsor"  shall  mean  an  applicant  seeking  approval  for  construction  of  a 
project  subject  to  this  Subsection  and  such  applicants'  successors  and  assigns. 

(g)  The  allowable  gross  floor  area  on  a  lot  which  is  the  site  of  an  unlawfully 
demolished  building  that  is  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Article  1 1  shall  be  the  gross  floor 
area  of  the  demolished  building  for  the  period  of  time  set  forth  in,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of,  Section  1 1 14  of  this  Code,  but  not  to  exceed  the  basic  floor  area  permitted  by 
this  Section. 

(h)  In  calculating  the  permitted  floor  area  of  a  new  structure  in  a  C-3  District,  the  lot  on 
which  an  existing  structure  is  located  may  not  be  included  unless  the  existing  structure  and 
the  new  structure  are  made  part  of  a  single  development  complex,  the  existing  structure  is  or 
is  made  architecturally  compatible  with  the  new  structure,  and,  if  the  existing  structure  is  in  a 
Conservation  District,  the  existing  structure  meets  or  is  made  to  meet  the  standards  of  Section 
1 109(c),  and  the  existing  structure  meets  or  is  reinforced  to  meet  the  standards  for  seismic 
loads  and  forces  of  the  1 975  Building  Code.  Determinations  under  this  Paragraph  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  309. 

(i)  In  calculating  allowable  gross  floor  area  on  a  preservation  lot  from  which  any  TDRs 
have  been  transferred  pursuant  to  Section  128,  the  amount  allowed  herein  shall  be  decreased 
by  the  amount  of  gross  floor  area  transferred. 
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(j)  Within  any  RSD,  SPD,  SLR,  SLI  or  SSO  District,  live/work  units  constructed  above 
the  floor  area  ratio  limit  pursuant  to  Section  102.9(b)(19)  of  this  Code  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  conditions  and  standards: 

(1)  Considering  all  dwelling  units  and  all  live/work  units  on  the  lot,  existing  and 
to  be  constructed,  there  shall  be  no  more  than  one  live/work  unit  and/or  dwelling  unit  per  200 
square  feet  of  lot  area,  except  that,  for  projects  in  the  RSD  District  which  will  exceed  40  feet  in 
height,  and  therefore  are  required  to  obtain  conditional  use  approval,  the  allowable  density  for 
dwelling  units  and  live/work  units  shall  be  established  as  part  of  the  conditional  use 
determination;  and 

(2)  The  parking  requirement  for  live/work  units  subject  to  this  subsection  shall 
be  equal  to  that  required  for  dwelling  units  within  the  subject  district. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
1 28,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  128.  TRANSFER  OF  DEVELOPMENT  RIGHTS  IN  C-3  DISTRICTS, 
(a)  Definitions. 

(1 )  "Development  Lot."  A  lot  to  which  TDR  may  be  transferred  to  increase  the 
allowable  gross  floor  area  of  development  thereon  beyond  that  otherwise  permitted  by  Section 
124. 

(2)  "Owner  of  Record."  The  owner  or  owners  of  record  in  fee. 

(3)  "Preservation  Lot."  A  parcel  of  land  on  which  is  either  (i)  a  Significant  or 
Contributory  building  (as  designated  pursuant  to  Article  1 1 );  or  (ii)  a  Category  V  Building  that 
has  complied  with  the  eligibility  requirement  for  transfer  of  TDR  as  set  forth  in  Section 

1 1 09(c);  or  (iii)  a  structure  designated  a  landmark  pursuant  to  Article  1 0  of  this  Code.  The 
boundaries  of  the  Preservation  Lot  shall  be  the  boundaries  of  the  Assessor's  lot  on  which  the 
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building  is  located  at  the  time  the  ordinance  or,  as  to  Section  1 1 09(c),  resolution,  making  the 
designation  is  adopted,  unless  boundaries  are  otherwise  specified  in  the  ordinance. 

(4)  "Transfer  Lot."  A  Preservation  Lot  located  in  a  C-3  District  from  which  TDR 
may  be  transferred.  A  lot  zoned  P  (public)  may  in  no  event  be  a  Transfer  Lot  unless  a 
building  on  that  lot  is  (i)  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  (ii)  located  in  a  P 
District  adjacent  to  a  C-3  District,  and  (iii)  designated  as  an  historical  landmark  by  Article  1 0  of 
this  Code  or  designated  as  a  Category  I  Significant  Building  by  Article  1 1  of  this  Code  and 
listed  as  a  National  Historical  Landmark  on  the  National  Historical  Register,  and  (iv)  the  TDR 
proceeds  are  used  to  finance,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  project  to  rehabilitate  and  restore  the 
building  in  accordance  with  the  Secretary  of  Interior  standards.  For  the  purposes  of  Section 
128(b),  a  lot  zoned  P  which  satisfies  the  criteria  of  this  subsection  (4)  to  qualify  as  a  "Transfer 
Lot"  shall  be  deemed  to  have  an  allowable  gross  floor  area  of  7.5:1  under  Section  124. 

(5)  "Transferable  Development  Rights  (TDR)."  Units  of  gross  floor  area  which 
may  be  transferred,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  and  Article  1 1  of  this  Code,  from 
a  Transfer  Lot  to  increase  the  allowable  gross  floor  area  of  a  development  on  a  Development 
Lot. 

(6)  "Unit  of  TDR."  One  unit  of  TDR  is  one  square  foot  of  gross  floor  area. 

(b)  Amount  of  TDR  Available  for  Transfer.  The  maximum  TDR  available  for  transfer 
from  a  Transfer  Lot  consists  of  the  difference  between  (aa)  the  allowable  gross  floor  area 
permitted  on  the  Transfer  Lot  by  Section  124  and  (bb)  the  gross  floor  area  of  the  development 
located  on  the  Transfer  Lot. 

(c)  Eligibility  of  Development  Lots  and  Limitation  on  Use  of  TDR  on  Development 
Lots.  TDR  may  be  used  to  increase  the  allowable  gross  floor  area  of  a  development  on  a 
Development  Lot  if  the  following  requirements  and  restrictions  are  satisfied: 
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(1 )  (i)  The  Transfer  Lot  and  the  Development  Lot  are  located  in  the  same  C-3 
Zoning  District,  or  (ii)  the  Transfer  Lot  is  located  in  a  C-3-0,  or  C-3-R  District  and  the 
Development  Lot  is  located  in  the  C-3-0(SD)  Special  Development  District;  or  (iii)  the  Transfer 
Lot  is  a  Preservation  Lot  that  contains  a  Significant  building  and  is  located  in  the  Extended 
Preservation  District  or  a  C-3-G  or  C-3-S  District  and  the  Development  Lot  is  located  in  the  C- 
3-0(SD)  Special  District,  or  (iv)  the  Transfer  Lot  is  in  a  C-3-R  District  or  a  District  designated 
C-3-0  (SD)  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  Redevelopment  Plan  and  is  located  in  the  Yerba 
Buena  Center  Redevelopment  Project  Area  and  the  Development  Lot  is  located  in  a  C-3-O 
District;  or  (v)  the  Transfer  Lot  is  in  a  P  District  adjacent  to  a  C-3  District  and  meets  the 
requirements  established  in  subsection  (a)(4)  above  and  the  Development  Lot  is  located  in  a 
C-3  District. 

(2)  TDR  may  not  be  transferred  for  use  on  any  lot  on  which  is  or  has  been 
located  a  Significant  or  Contributory  building;  provided  that  this  restriction  shall  not  apply  if  the 
designation  of  a  building  is  changed  to  Unrated;  nor  shall  it  apply  if  the  City  Planning 
Commission  finds  that  the  additional  space  resulting  from  the  transfer  of  TDR  is  essential  to 
make  economically  feasible  the  reinforcement  of  a  Significant  or  Contributory  building  to  meet 
the  standards  for  seismic  loads  and  forces  of  the  1 975  Building  Code,  in  which  case  TDR  may 
be  transferred  for  that  purpose  subject  to  the  limitations  of  this  Section  and  Article  1 1 , 
including  Section  1111.6.  Any  alteration  shall  be  governed  by  the  requirements  of  Sections 
1111  to  1111.6. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Section,  development  on  a 
Development  Lot  is  limited  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  other  than  those  on  floor  area  ratio, 
governing  the  approval  of  projects,  including  the  requirements  relating  to  height,  bulk, 
setback,  sunlight  access,  and  separation  between  towers,  and  any  limitations  imposed 
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pursuant  to  Section  309  review  applicable  to  the  Development  Lot.  The  total  allowable  gross 
floor  area  of  a  development  on  a  Development  Lot  may  not  exceed  the  limitation  imposed  by 
Section  123(c). 

(d)  Effect  of  Transfer  of  TDR. 

(1 )  Transfer  of  TDR  from  a  Transfer  Lot  permanently  reduces  the  development 
potential  of  the  Transfer  Lot  by  the  amount  of  the  TDR  transferred,  except  as  provided  m  Section 
124(f).  In  addition,  transfer  of  TDR  from  a  Preservation  Lot  containing  a  Contributory  building 
or  a  landmark  designated  pursuant  to  Article  1 0  causes  such  building  to  become  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  on  demolition  and  alteration,  and  the  same  penalties  and  enforcement 
remedies,  that  are  applicable  to  Significant  buildings  Category  I,  as  provided  in  Article  1 1 . 

(e)  Procedure  for  Determining  TDR  Eligibility. 

(1 )  In  order  to  obtain  a  determination  of  whether  a  lot  is  a  Transfer  Lot  and,  if  it 
is,  of  the  amount  of  TDR  available  for  transfer,  the  owner  of  record  of  the  lot  may  file  an 
application  with  the  Zoning  Administrator  for  a  Statement  of  Eligibility.  The  application  for  a 
Statement  of  Eligibility  shall  contain  or  be  accompanied  by  plans  and  drawings  and  other 
information  which  the  Zoning  Administrator  determines  is  necessary  in  order  to  determine 
whether  a  Statement  of  Eligibility  can  be  issued.  Any  person  who  applies  for  a  Statement  of 
Eligibility  prior  to  expiration  of  the  time  for  request  of  reconsideration  of  designation  authorized 
in  Section  1105  shall  submit  in  writing  a  waiver  of  the  right  to  seek  such  reconsideration. 

(2)  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall,  upon  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a 
Statement  of  Eligibility  and  the  submission  of  all  required  information,  issue  either  a  proposec 
Statement  of  Eligibility  or  a  written  determination  that  no  TDR  are  available  for  transfer  and 
shall  mail  that  document  to  the  applicant  and  to  any  other  person  who  has  Filed  with  the 
Zoning  Administrator  a  written  request  for  a  copy.  Any  appeal  of  the  proposed  Statement  of 
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Eligibility  or  determination  of  noneligibiiity  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals 
within  20  days  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  document.  If  not  appealed,  the  proposed 
Statement  of  Eligibility  or  the  determination  of  noneligibiiity  shall  become  final  on  the  21st  day 
after  the  date  of  issuance.  The  Statement  of  Eligibility  shall  contain  at  least  the  following 
information:  (i)  the  name  of  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Transfer  Lot;  (ii)  the  address,  legal 
description  and  Assessor's  Block  and  Lot  of  the  Transfer  Lot;  (iii)  the  C-3  use  district  within 
which  the  Transfer  Lot  is  located;  (iv)  whether  the  Transfer  Lot  is  a  Preservation  Lot  or 
Development  Lot;  (v)  if  a  Preservation  Lot,  whether  the  Transfer  Lot  contains  a  Significant  or 
Contributory  building,  a  Category  V  building,  or  an  Article  10  landmark;  (vi)  the  amount  of  TDR 
available  for  transfer;  and  (vii)  the  date  of  issuance. 

(3)  Once  the  proposed  Statement  of  Eligibility  becomes  final,  whether  through 
lacl^gf  appeal  or  after  appeal,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  record  the  Statement  of  Eligibility 
in  the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder.  The  County  Recorder  shall  be  instructed  to  mail  the 
original  of  the  recorded  document  to  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Transfer  Lot  and,  if  a  copy  of 
the  document  is  presented  at  the  time  of  the  recordation,  shall  conform  the  copy  and  mail  it  to 
the  Zoning  Administrator. 

(f)  Cancellation  of  Eligibility. 

(1 )  If  reasonable  grounds  should  at  any  time  exist  for  determining  that  a 
building  on  a  Preservation  Lot  may  have  been  altered  or  demolished  in  violation  of  Articles  10 
or  1 1 ,  including  Sections  1110  and  1112  thereof,  the  Zoning  Administrator  may  issue  and 
record  with  the  County  Recorder  a  Notice  of  Suspension  of  Eligibility  for  the  affected  lot  and, 
in  cases  of  demolition  of  a  Significant  or  Contributory  building,  a  notice  that  the  restriction  on 
the  floor  area  ratio  of  a  replacement  building,  pursuant  to  Section  1114,  may  be  applicable 
and  shall  mail  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  the  owner  of  record  of  the  lot.  The  notice  shall  provide 
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that  the  property  owner  shall  have  20  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice  in  which  to  request  a 
hearing  before  the  Zoning  Administrator  in  order  to  dispute  this  initial  determination  If  no 
hearing  is  requested,  the  initial  determination  of  the  Zoning  Administrator  is  deemed  final  on 
the  twenty-first  day  after  the  date  of  the  notice,  unless  the  Zoning  Administrator  has 
determined  that  the  initial  determination  was  in  error. 

(2)  If  a  hearing  is  requested,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  notify  the  property 
owner  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  which  shall  be  scheduled  within  21  days  of  the 
request,  shall  conduct  the  hearing,  and  shall  render  a  written  determination  within  15  days 
after  the  close  of  the  hearing.  If  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  determine  that  the  initial 
determination  was  in  error,  that  officer  shall  issue  and  record  a  Notice  of  Revocation  of 
Suspension  of  Eligibility.  Any  appeal  of  the  determination  of  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  within  20  days  of  the  date  of  the  written  determination 
following  a  hearing  or,  if  no  hearing  has  been  requested,  within  20  days  after  the  initial 
determination  becomes  final. 

(3)  If  after  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  it  is  determined  that  an 
unlawful  alteration  or  demolition  has  occurred,  or  if  no  appeal  is  taken  of  the  determination  by 
the  Zoning  Administrator  of  such  a  violation,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  record  in  the 
Office  of  the  County  Recorder  a  Notice  of  Cancellation  of  Eligibility  for  the  lot,  and  shall  mail  to 
the  property  owner  a  conformed  copy  of  the  recorded  Notice.  In  the  case  of  demolition  of  a 
Significant  or  Contributory  Building,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  record  a  Notice  of  Special 
Restriction  noting  the  restriction  on  the  floor  area  ratio  of  the  Preservation  Lot  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  1114,  and  shall  mail  to  the  owner  of  record  a  certified  copy  of  the  Notice 
If  after  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  it  is  determined  that  no  unlawful  alteration  or 
demolition  has  occurred,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  issue  and  record  a  Notice  of 
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Revocation  of  Suspension  of  Eligibility  and,  if  applicable,  a  Notice  of  Revocation  of  the  Notice 
of  Special  Restriction  pursuant  to  Section  1114,  and  shall  mail  conformed  copies  of  the 
recorded  notices  to  the  owner  of  record. 

(4)  No  notice  recorded  under  this  Section  128(f)  shall  affect  the  validity  of  TDR 
that  have  been  transferred  from  the  affected  Transfer  Lot  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  prior  to  the  date  of  recordation  of  such  notice,  whether  or  not  such  TDR  have 
been  used. 

(g)  Procedure  for  Transfer  of  TDR. 

(1 )  TDR  from  a  single  Transfer  Lot  may  be  transferred  as  a  group  to  a  single 
transferee  or  in  separate  increments  to  several  transferees.  TDR  may  be  transferred  either 
directly  from  the  original  owner  of  the  TDR  to  the  owner  of  a  Development  Lot  or  to  persons, 
firms  or  entities  who  acquire  the  TDR  from  the  original  owner  of  the  TDR  and  hold  them  for 
subsequent  transfer  to  other  persons,  firms,  entities  or  to  the  owners  of  a  Development  Lot  or 
Lots. 

(2)  When  TDR  are  transferred,  they  shall  be  identified  in  each  Certificate  of 
Transfer  by  a  number.  A  single  unit  of  TDR  transferred  from  a  Transfer  Lot  shall  be  identified 
by  the  number  "1 ."  Multiple  units  of  TDR  transferred  as  a  group  for  the  first  time  from  a 
Transfer  Lot  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  from  "1"  through  the  number  of  units 
transferred.  If  a  fraction  of  a  unit  of  TDR  is  transferred,  it  shall  retain  its  numerical 
identification.  (For  example,  if  5,000-  1/2  TDR  are  transferred  in  the  initial  transfer  from  the 
Transfer  Lot,  they  would  be  numbered  "1  through  5,000  and  one-half  of  5,001 .")  TDR 
subsequently  transferred  from  the  Transfer  Lot  shall  be  identified  by  numbers  taken  in 
sequence  following  the  last  number  previously  transferred.  (For  example  if  the  first  units  of 
gross  floor  area  transferred  from  a  Transfer  Lot  are  numbered  1  through  10,000,  the  next  unit

transferred  would  be  number  10,001 .)  If  multiple  units  transferred  from  a  Transfer  Lot  are 
subsequently  transferred  separately  in  portions,  the  seller  shall  identify  the  TDR  sold  by 
numbers  which  correspond  to  the  numbers  by  which  they  were  identified  at  the  time  of  their 
transfer  from  the  Transfer  Lot.  (For  example,  TDR  numbered  1  through  10,000  when 
transferred  separately  from  the  Transfer  Lot  in  two  equal  portions  would  be  identified  in  the 
two  Certificates  of  Transfer  as  numbers  1  through  5,000  and  5,001  through  10,000.)  Once 
assigned  numbers,  TDR  retain  such  numbers  for  the  purpose  of  identification  through  the 
process  of  transferring  and  using  TDR.  The  phrase  "numerical  identification,"  as  used  in  this 
section,  shall  mean  the  identification  of  TDR  by  numbers  as  described  in  this  Subsection. 

(3)  Transfer  of  TDR  from  the  Transfer  Lot  shall  not  be  valid  unless  (i)  a 
Statement  of  Eligibility  has  been  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  County  Recorder  prior  to  the 
date  of  recordation  of  the  Certificate  of  Transfer  evidencing  such  transfer  and  (ii)  a  Notice  of 
Suspension  of  Eligibility  or  Notice  of  Cancellation  of  Eligibility  has  not  been  recorded  prior  to 
such  transfer  or,  if  recorded,  has  thereafter  been  withdrawn  by  an  appropriate  recorded  Notice 
of  Revocation  or  a  new  Statement  of  Eligibility  has  been  thereafter  recorded. 

(4)  Transfer  of  TDR,  whether  by  initial  transfer  from  a  Transfer  Lot  or  by  a 
subsequent  transfer,  shall  not  be  valid  unless  a  Certificate  of  Transfer  evidencing  such 
transfer  has  been  prepared  and  recorded.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  prepare  a  form  of  . 
Certificate  of  Transfer  and  all  transfers  shall  be  evidenced  by  documents  that  are  substantially 
the  same  as  the  Certificate  of  Transfer  form  prepared  by  the  Zoning  Administrator,  which  form 
shall  contain  at  least  the  following: 

(i)  For  transfers  from  the  Transfer  Lot  only: 

(aa)  Execution  and  acknowledgment  by  the  original  owner  of  TDR  as  the 
transferor(s)  of  the  TDR;  and 
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(bb)  Execution  and  acknowledgment  by  the  Zoning  Administrator;  and 
(cc)  A  notice,  prominently  placed  and  in  all  capital  letters,  preceded  by  the 
underlined  heading  "Notice  of  Restriction,"  stating  that  the  transfer  of  TDR  from  the  Transfer 
Lot  permanently  reduces  the  development  potential  of  the  Transfer  Lot  by  the  amount  of  TDR 
transferred,  with  reference  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
(ii)  For  all  transfers: 

(aa)  The  address,  legal  description,  Assessor's  Block  and  Lot,  and  C-3  use 
district  of  the  Transfer  Lot  from  which  the  TDR  originates;  and 
(bb)  The  amount  of  TDR  transferred;  and 
(cc)  Numerical  identification  of  the  TDR  being  transferred;  and 
(dd)  The  names  and  mailing  addresses  of  the  transferors  and  transferees  of 

the  TDR;  and 

(ee)  Execution  and  acknowledgment  by  the  transferors  and  transferees  of  the 

TDR;  and 

(ff)  A  reference  to  the  Statement  of  Eligibility,  including  its  recorded  instrument 
number  and  date  of  recordation,  and  a  recital  of  all  previous  transfers  of  the  TDR,  including 
the  names  of  the  transferors  and  transferees  involved  in  each  transfer  and  the  recorded 
instrument  number  and  date  of  recordation  of  each  Certificate  of  Transfer  involving  the  TDR, 
including  the  transfer  from  the  Transfer  Lot  which  generated  the  TDR. 

(5)  When  a  Certificate  of  Transfer  for  the  transfer  of  TDR  from  a  Transfer  Lot  is 
presented  to  the  Zoning  Administrator  for  execution,  that  officer  shall  not  execute  the 
document  if  a  transfer  of  the  TDR  would  be  prohibited  by  any  provision  of  this  Section  or  any 
other  provision  of  this  Code.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall,  within  five  business  days  from 
the  date  that  the  Certificate  of  Transfer  is  submitted  for  execution,  either  execute  the 
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Certificate  of  Transfer  or  issue  a  written  determination  of  the  grounds  requiring  a  refusal  to 
execute  the  Certificate. 

(6)   Each  duty  executed  and  acknowledged  Certificate  of  Transfer  containing 
the  information  required  herein  shall  be  presented  for  recordation  in  the  Office  of  the  County 
Recorder  and  shall  be  recorded  by  the  County  Recorder.  The  County  Recorder  shall  be 
instructed  to  mail  the  original  Certificate  of  Transfer  to  the  person  and  address  designated 
thereon  and  shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the  Certificate  of  Transfer  and  instructed  to  conform  the 
copy  and  mail  it  to  the  Zoning  Administrator. 

(h)  Certification  of  Transfer  of  TDR  for  a  Project  on  a  Development  Lot. 

(1 )  When  the  use  of  TDR  is  necessary  for  the  approval  of  a  building  permit  for 
a  project  on  a  Development  Lot,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
not  approve  issuance  of  the  permit  unless  the  Zoning  Administrator  has  issued  a  written 
certification  that  the  owner  of  the  Development  Lot  owns  the  required  number  of  TDR.  When 
the  transfer  of  TDR  is  necessary  for  the  approval  of  a  site  permit  for  a  project  on  a 
Development  Lot,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  impose  as  a  condition  of  approval  of  the  site 
permit  the  requirement  that  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall  not 
issue  the  first  addendum  to  the  site  permit  unless  the  Zoning  Administrator  has  issued  a 
written  certification  that  the  owner  of  the  Development  Lot  owns  the  required  number  of  TDR. 

(2)  in  order  to  obtain  certification  as  required  in  Section  128(h)(1),  the  permit 
applicant  shall  present  to  the  Zoning  Administrator: 

(i)  Information  necessary  to  enable  the  Zoning  Administrator  to  prepare  the 
Notice  of  Use  of  TDR,  which  information  shall  be  at  least  the  following: 

(aa)  The  address,  legal  description,  Assessor's  Block  and  Lot,  and  zoning 
classification  of  the  Development  Lot; 
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(bb)  The  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Development  Lot; 
(cc)  Amount  and  numerical  identification  of  the  TDR  being  used; 
(dd)  A  certified  copy  of  each  Certificate  of  Transfer  evidencing  transfer  to  the 
owner  of  the  Development  Lot  of  the  TDR  being  used;  and 

(ii)  A  report  from  a  title  insurance  company  showing  the  holder  of  record  of  the 
TDR  to  be  used,  all  Certificates  of  Transfer  of  the  TDR,  and  all  other  matters  of  record 
affecting  such  TDR.  In  addition  to  showing  all  such  information,  the  report  shall  guarantee  that 
the  report  is  accurate  and  complete  and  the  report  shall  provide  that  in  the  event  that  its 
guarantee  or  any  information  shown  in  the  report  is  incorrect,  the  title  company  shall  be  liable 
to  the  City  for  the  fair  market  value  of  the  TDR  at  the  time  of  the  report.  The  liability  amount 
shall  be  not  less  than  $10,000  and  no  more  than  $1,000,000,  the  appropriate  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  based  on  the  number  of  TDR  being  used. 

(iii)  An  agreement  whereby  the  owner  of  the  Development  Lot  shall  indemnify 
the  City  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  harm  or  damage,  including  attorneys'  fees,  arising  out 
of  or  related  in  any  way  to  the  assertion  of  any  adverse  claim  to  the  TDR,  including  any  loss, 
cost,  harm  or  damage  occasioned  by  the  passive  negligence  of  the  City  and  excepting  only 
that  caused  by  the  City's  sole  and  active  negligence.  The  indemnity  agreement  shall  be 
secured  by  a  first  deed  of  trust  on  the  Development  Lot,  or  other  security  satisfactory  to  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  City  Attorney. 

(3)  If  the  Zoning  Administrator  determines  that  the  project  applicant  has 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (h)(2)  and  all  other  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Section,  and  that  the  applicant  is  the  owner  of  the  TDR,  that  officer  shall  transmit  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  with  a  copy  to  the  project  applicant, 
written  certification  that  the  owner  of  the  Development  Lot  owns  the  TDR.  Prior  to  transmitting 
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such  certification,  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  prepare  a  document  entitled  Notice  of  Use  of 
TDR  stating  that  the  TDR  have  been  used  and  may  not  be  further  transferred,  shall  obtain  the 
execution  and  acknowledgment  on  the  Notice  of  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Development  Lot, 
shall  execute  and  acknowledge  the  Notice,  shall  record  it  in  the  Office  of  the  County 
Recorder,  and  shall  mail  to  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Development  Lot  a  conformed  copy  of 
the  recorded  Notice.  If  the  Zoning  Administrator  determines  that  the  project  applicant  is  not 
the  owner  of  the  TDR,  or  has  not  complied  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  this  Section,  that 
determination  shall  be  set  forth  in  writing  along  with  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Zoning 
Administrator  shall  either  transmit  certification  or  provide  a  written  determination  that 
certification  is  inappropriate  within  10  business  days  after  the  receipt  of  all  information 
required  pursuant  to  Subsection  (h)(2). 

(i)  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use;  Transfer  from  Development  Lot. 

(1)  The  owner  of  a  Development  Lot  for  which  a  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  has 
been  recorded  may  apply  for  a  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use  if  (i)  the  building  permit  or  sue 
permit  for  which  the  Notice  of  Use  was  issued  expires  or  was  revoked  or  cancelled  prior  to 
completion  of  the  work  for  which  such  permit  was  issued  and  the  work  may  not  be  earned  out; 
or  (ii)  any  administrative  or  court  decision  is  issued  or  any  ordinance  or  initiative  or  law  is 
adopted  which  does  not  allow  the  applicant  to  make  use  of  the  permit;  or  (iii)  a  portion  or  all  of 
such  TDR  are  not  used. 

(2)  If  the  Zoning  Administrator  determines  that  the  TDR  have  not  been  and  will 
not  be  used  on  the  Development  Lot  based  on  the  reasons  set  forth  in  subsection  (i)(l ).  the 
Zoning  Administrator  shall  prepare  the  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR.  If  only  a  portion 
of  the  TDR  which  had  been  acquired  are  not  being  used,  the  applicant  may  identify  which 
TDR  will  not  be  used  and  the  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  shall  apply  only  to  these 
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TDR.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  obtain  on  the  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  the 
signature  and  acknowledgment  of  the  owner  of  record  of  the  Development  Lot  as  to  which  the 
Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  was  recorded,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge  the  document,  and  shall 
record  it  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder. 

(3)  Once  a  Cancellation  of  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  has  been  recorded,  the  owner 
of  the  Development  Lot  may  apply  for  a  Statement  of  Eligibility  in  order  to  transfer  the  TDR 
identified  in  that  document.  The  procedures  and  requirements  set  forth  in  this  Section 
governing  the  transfer  of  TDR  shall  apply  to  the  transfer  of  TDR  from  the  owner  of  a 
Development  Lot  after  a  Notice  of  Use  has  been  filed,  except  for  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
permanently  restricting  the  development  potential  of  a  Transfer  Lot  upon  the  transfer  of  TDR; 
provided,  however,  that  the  district  or  districts  to  which  the  TDR  may  be  transferred  shall  be 
the  same  district  or  districts  to  which  TDR  could  have  been  transferred  from  the  Transfer  Lot 
that  generated  the  TDR. 

(j)  Erroneous  Notice  of  Use;  Revocation  of  Permit.  If  the  Zoning  Administrator 
determines  that  a  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  was  issued  or  recorded  in  error,  that  officer  may  direct 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  to  suspend  any  permit  issued  for  a 
project  using  such  TDR,  in  which  case  the  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  that  directive. 
The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  thereafter  conduct  a  noticed  hearing  in  order  to  determine 
whether  the  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  was  issued  or  recorded  in  error.  If  it  is  determined  that  the 
Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  was  issued  or  recorded  in  error,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  shall  revoke  the  permit;  provided,  however,  that  no  permit  authorizing 
such  project  shall  be  revoked  if  the  right  to  proceed  thereunder  has  vested  under  California 
law.  If  it  is  determined  that  the  Notice  of  Use  of  TDR  was  not  issued  or  recorded  in  error,  the 
permit  shall  be  reinstated. 
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(k)  Effect  of  Repeal  or  Amendment.  TDR  shall  convey  the  rights  granted  herein  only 
so  long  and  to  the  extent  as  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code.  Upon  repeal  of  such 
legislative  authorization,  TDR  shall  thereafter  convey  no  rights  or  privileges.  Upon  amendment 
of  such  legislative  authorization,  TDR  shall  thereafter  convey  only  such  rights  and  privileges 
as  are  permitted  under  the  amendment.  No  Statement  of  Eligibility  shall  convey  any  right  to 
use,  transfer  or  otherwise  utilize  TDR  if  the  maximum  floor  area  ratio  for  the  Transfer  Lot  is 
reduced  after  the  Statement  of  Eligibility  is  issued.

ORDINANCE  NO. 


[Amending  certain  Traffic  Code  penalty  provisions  to  delete  outdated  penalties  and  provisions 
that  are  repetitive  of  state  law.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Traffic  Code  by  amending  Sections  33.5,  37(c)  and  56,  and 
repealing  Sections  38. F,  58  Vfe,  and  130  to  eliminate  provisions  that  are  repetitive  of 
state  law  and  remove  outdated  penalty  provisions  for  school  bus  loading  zone 
violations,  violations  of  parking  prohibitions  for  street  cleaning,  red,  green  wnite  and 
blue  zone  violations,  and  parking  violations  on  median  dividers  and  traffic  islands. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  arid  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
33  5.  to  read  as  follows. 

SEC.  33.5.  SPECIAL  SCHOOL  BUS  LOADING  ZONES. 

The  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  shall,  upon  written  request  from  School 
Administration  officials,  designate  a  special  school  bus  loading  zone  at  or  near  all 
kindergarten  through  grade  twelve  school  sites  that  utilize  school  buses  to  transport  school 
children,  as  reasonably  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  regulation  of  traffic  or  safety  of  school 
cnildren.  These  zones  shali  prohibit  the  stopping,  standing  or  parking  of  unauthorized  vehicles 
in  such  special  school  bus  loading  zones  between  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.  or  any 
portion  thereof  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  on  any 
day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  any  day  declared  to  be  a  school  holiday  by  the  Board  ol 
Education. 


Note: 
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The  term  "school  bus"  as  used  in  this  Section  shall  mean  any  motor  vehicle  designed, 
used  or  maintained  primarily  for  the  transportation  of  school  children  and  as  defined  in  Section 
545  of  the  Vehicle  Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  motor  vehicles  from  standing, 
stopping  or  parking  within  any  zone  heretofore  or  hereinafter  provided  for  the  loading  or 
unloading  of  passengers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  38.C  of  this  Code. 

The  curbs  of  zones  declared  to  be  school  loading  zones  shall  be  painted  white  in  color 
and  the  words  "SCHOOL  LOADING  ZONE"  shall  be  painted  white  in  red  upon  the  curb.  The 
school  bus  loading  zone  shall  have  appropriate  signage  on  either  end  of  said  zone. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
37(c),  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC  37(c).  PARKING  PROHIBITED  FOR  STREET  CLEANING. 

No  person  shall  park  any  vehicle  on  that  side  of  any  street  on  the  days,  and  between 
the  hours,  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  street  cleaning.  Each 
side  of  each  street  shall  be  posted  with  signs  giving  notice  of  the  days,  and  the  hours,  of  the 
parking  prohibition  effective  on  that  side  of  the  street.  This  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  a 
vehicle  which,  after  the  mechanized  street-sweeper  has  passed,  is  then  parked  on  a  restricted 
side  of  the  street  during  the  posted  hours. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Section  37(c)  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  infraction 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $30.

A.      On  February  1 7,  2006,  the  Project  Sponsor  filed  an  application  for  an 
amendment  of  Sectional  Map  No.  1 H  of  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
rrancisco  to  change  the  height  and  bulk  classification  of  the  property  located  at  1167  Market 
Street  (Assessor's  Block  3702,  Lot  No.  053),  670  Stevenson  Street  (Assessor's  Block  3702, 
Lot  No.  051),  693  Stevenson  Street  (Assessor's  Block  3702,  Lot  No.  052),  1  164  Mission 
Street  (Assessor's  Block  3702,  Lot  No.  039),  and  a  portion  of  former  Jessie  Street  between 
7th  and  8th  Streets  ("Project  Site")  from  height  and  bulk  classifications  of  120-X,  150-X  and 
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40-S  to  160-X,  180-X  and  240-S,  and  for  an  amendment  of  Sectional  Map  No.  1SU  to  create 
le  Trinity  Plaza  Special  Use  District  (collectively,  the  "Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendments"). 

B.  The  Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendments  are  part  of  a  project  proposed  by  the 
'roject  Sponsor  to  demolish  an  existing  4-  to-7  story  apartment  building  at  the  Project  Site 
nat  contains  377  residential  rental  units  (including  360  rent-controlled  units),  a  ground-floor 
estaurant,  and  surface  and  below-grade  parking  for  approximately  450  vehicles,  and  replace 
;  with  three  buildings — ranging  in  height  from  148  feet  to  223  feet  and  totaling  approximately 
,943,000  gross  square  feet — which  would  contain  residential  units,  retail/personal  services  at 
;treet  level,  off-street  accessory  parking,  and  open  space  ("Project"). 

C.  The  Project  Sponsor  has  also  filed  applications  for:  (1 )  approval  of  a 
Development  Agreement  under  Administrative  Code  Chapter  56;  (2)  a  General  Plan 
\mendment  under  Planning  Code  Section  340;  (3)  a  Planning  Code  amendment  under 
banning  Code  Section  302;  (4)  Conditional  Use  Authorization  under  Planning  Code  Section 
$03;  (5)  C-3  District  Review,  including  exceptions,  under  Planning  Code  Section  309;  and  (6) 
a  determination  of  insignificant  shadow  impact  under  Planning  Code  Section  295. 

D.  The  City  wishes  to  ensure  appropriate  development  of  the  Project  Site  as  an 
mportant  part  of  an  ongoing  effort  to  revitalize  the  Mid-Market  area,  to  provide  for  the 
■eplacement  of  the  360  rent-controlled  units  and  tenant  amenities  in  the  residential  structure 
:urrently  existing  on  the  Project  Site  and  proposed  to  be  demolished,  and  to  protect  the 
tenants  of  the  existing  residential  structure  from  displacement  due  to  the  proposed  future 
development  of  the  Project  Site.  To  this  end,  the  Development  Agreement  for  the  Trinity 
Plaza  Development  Project  has  been  proposed. 

E.  On  August  3,  2006,  at  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission

:he  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  contains  no 
significant  revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  the  content  of  the  report  and  the  procedures  through 
which  the  Final  EIR  was  prepared,  publicized  and  reviewed  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
seq.,  "CEQA"),  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines  (California  Code  of  Regulations  Title  14  sections 
15000  et  seq.),  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31").  A 
copy  of  the  Final  EIR  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.     061214  . 

F.  At  the  same  hearing  during  which  the  Planning  Commission  certified  the  Final 
EIR,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  CEQA  Findings  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the 
proposed  Project,  including  the  proposed  Zoning  Map  amendment,  in  Motion  17292  and 
adopted  the  proposed  Zoning  Map  amendment  in  Resolution  No.  17294. 

G.  The  letter  from  the  Planning  Department  transmitting  the  Proposed  Zoning  Map 
Amendments  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Final  EIR  and  supplemental  material  described 
above,  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the  Planning  Commission  with  respect  to  the  approval 
of  the  Project,  including  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  a  statement  of 
overriding  considerations,  the  Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendments  and  the  Resolution 
approving  the  Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendments  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in 

File  No.     061214  .  These  and  any  and  all  other  documents  referenced  in  this 

Ordinance  have  been  made  available  to,  and  have  been  reviewed  by,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  may  be  found  in  either  the  files  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as  the 
custodian  of  records,  at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco,  or  in  File  No.  061214

(2)  Residential  Density:  The  maximum  density  ratio  for  dwelling  units  in  C-3-G  Districts 
set  forth  in  Section  215  shall  not  apply.

Sec.  184.12(e)        PERMIT  REQUIREMENT. 

(1)  Fixed  Pedestal  Permit.  Permits  are  necessary  to  facilitate  the  regulation  and 
inspection  of  newsrack  boxes  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  section.  Except  where  this 
section  or  the  guidelines  expressly  provide  otherwise,  no  person  may  place  any  publication  in 
any  newsrack  box  in  a  fixed  pedestal  unit  on  a  public  sidewalk,  street  or  public  right-of-way  in 
a  fixed  pedestal  zone  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  distribution  without  having  first  obtained  from 
the  Director  a  fixed  pedestal  permit  authorizing  placement  of  the  publication  in  that  newsrack 
box.

the  subject  of  the  permit  has  been  vacated  pursuant  to  subsection  184.12(j)(3)(D);  (Uiiv)  the 
newsraek  box  that  is  the  subject  of  the  permit  has  been  abandoned  pursuant  to  subsection 
1 84.1 2(b)(1 );  or  (a/)  the  Director's  decision  to  grant  the  permit  was  successfully  challenged  by 
a  person  aggrieved  by  the  determination  pursuant  to  subsection  184.12(m)  and  the 
guidelines.  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  at  any  time  in  its  exclusive  legislative 
discretion  elect  to  repeal  or  amend  this  section  and  thereby  render  null  and  void  any  permits 
issued  pursuant  this  section.
